U. S. ‘COOL OFF’ RESOLUTION FACES SOVIET UN VETO 

MARKED BY CLASHES between U. S. Amb. Arthur J. 
Goldberg and Soviet Amb. Nikolai T. Fedorenko, the U.S. 
"breathing spell" resolution was presented yesterday to the 
15-nation United Nations Security Council. Goldberg said 
the resolution called for Israel and its Arab neighbors to 
heed Secretary General Thant’s appeal for a period of re¬ 
straint in the Mideast war crisis. Federenko’s rebuttal of 
Goldberg's remarks made it certain that Russia will ex¬ 
ercise its veto on the resolution when the council meets 
again on Friday at 10:30 a.m. In other Mideast develop¬ 
ments: 


— THE ARABS presented their own resolution call¬ 
ing for the reaffirmation of the armistice agreement 
with Egypt that Israel denounced in 1956. Passage of the 
Arab resolution was doubtful. 

—THE USS CARRIER Intrepid passed through the 
Suez Canal last night, but the State Dept, denied dis¬ 
patches from Israel reporting plans by an American 
warship to test Egypt's blockade of the Gulf of Aqaba. 

—PRESIDENT JOHNSON, meeting with his top 
advisers, discussed the Russian movement of warships 
Into the Mediterranean and other matters. A White 
House spokesman said "all the emphasis was on a UN 
settlement at this point.” 

EX MEXICO PRESIDENT IN CRITICAL CONDITION 

FORMER PRESIDENT of Mexico, Adolfo Lopez Mateos, 
87, hospitalized following a massive cerebral hemorrhage, 
was in a coma last night and hospital attendants said his con¬ 
dition was critical. 

Lopez Mateos, president from 1958 to 1964, has been ill 
with a brain aneurism for the past two years. 


U. S. PLANES SMASH NO. VIET OIL DEPOTS 

U.S. WARPLANES dodged curtains of flak and surface-to- 
air missiles yesterday to smash two vital oil depots within 
four miles of downtown Haiphong, North Vietnam’s major 
seaport. The raids deflated Washington reports that targets 
within 10 miles of Haiphong and the capital of Hanoi were 
again untouchable. 

The first strikes against the Communists’ industrial heart¬ 
land in five days followed new North Vietnamese assaults 
Tuesday on U.S. positions around the embattled demilitarized 
tone dividing the two Vietnams.

WAR JITTERS CAUSE YEAR’S BIGGEST STOCK LOSS 

THERE WAS NO JOY in Wall Street Wednesday. Minus 
signs were appended to steels, oils, chemicals, motors, elec¬ 
tronics, rails, airlines, aircrafts and other issues as they 
flashed across the big board. Observers said the wave of 
selling was caused by a possibility of a mideast war. The 
Dow Jones Industrial Average took its largest tumble since 
Oct. 3, 1966, dropping 12.42. 

U. S. STUDYING DRUG AID IN MEDICAID PROGRAM 

THE JOHNSON ADMINISTRATION said it would de¬ 
cide within six months, possibly by June or July, whether 
the Medicare Program should be expanded to make pres¬ 
cription drugs available for free or at reduced costs to per¬ 
sons over 65. 

If recommended and approved by Congress, the plan 
would add several billion dollars a year to the cost of Medi¬ 
care. Welfare Secretary John W. Gardner said a task force 
comprised of federal health and Social Security officials had 
been set up to study the matter. 

SENATE PASSES 7 PERCENT TAX CREDIT BILL 

THE SENATE PASSED by voice vote and sent to the 
White House yesterday a bill restoring the 7 per cent invest¬ 
ment tax credit for business. The high priority measure re¬ 
quested by President Johnson last March 9 gives industry 
a $1.7 billion tax break. 

The compromise measure restores tax incentives for In¬ 
dustry which were suspended at the president’s recommen¬ 
dation last October 10. Under the bill, a business may sub¬ 
tract from its final tax bill up to 7 per cent of the funds 
It spends on plant equipment and expansion. 

PROBER SAYS M16 RIFLE ROW HURT MORALE 

A HOUSE INVESTIGATOR said yesterday the only thing 
wrong with the M16 rifle was that there were too few of them. 
He said continued controversy over the weapon would only 
cause a morale problem in Vietnam. Rep. Richard Ichord 
(D-Mo.), chairman of an armed services subcommittee said 
there were not enough of the weapons to train troops in the 
United States adequately before they were sent to Vietnam. 

But he said his subcommittee had found nothing to sub¬ 
stantiate reports that the M16 had a tendency to jam in com¬ 
bat, resulting in unnecessary casualties.

NORTHEAST AIRLINES REPORT 4M0N.H LOSS 

NORTHEAST AIRLINES reported Wednesday a net loss 
of $6,000 for the first four months of 1967 compared with a net 
profit of $518,000 a year ago. The 1966 figure was restated to 
reflect a $383,000 reduction in federal subsidy.

Annual Memorial Lecture in 
Newton in memory of his bro¬ 
ther, Dr. Will Menninger, un¬ 
der the auspices of the New¬ 
ton Mental Health Assn., 
Murray E. Sholkin, chairman, 
Dr. Karl Menninger both laud¬ 
ed the citizens of Newton for 
having the vision to establish 
such a Center and strongly 
urged more and wider partici¬ 
pation by the community. 

“Mental health — or mental 
ill health — is everyone’s bus¬ 
iness,” he said, “and the 
healthier Individuals we be¬ 
come, the healthier society we 
build. Everyone must pass 
through many phases of emo¬ 
tional growtli and develop¬ 
ment, but everyone doesn't 
have the inner resources to 
master his own problems and 
some need help. A little help 
goes a long way, especially for 
the young.” 

Dr. Menninger recapitulated 
a miniscule history of what he 
called "The Three Psychiatric 
Revolutions," the first one 
starting when Dorothy Dix 
first became aware of emotion¬ 
ally disturbed children being 
left in her Sunday School class 
for lack of anything else to do 
with them. 

She became incensed at the 
non-treatment and crusaded 
to arouse the citizenry of the 
need to help these children. As 
a result, the first state hospi¬ 
tal was established about the 
time of the Civil War. 

Second, about the turn of 
the century, feeling was once 
again generated which gave

need for facilities in the urban 
areas where the greatest num¬ 
ber of people were living, and 
the first city hospital for the 
treatment of emotional illness 
was built in Boston, which we 
once knew as the Boston Psy¬ 
chopathic Hospital, and after 
which many states followed 
suit 

We are now living during 
the 3rd psychiatric revolution 
wherein the emphasis is shift¬ 
ing to the suburbs along with 
the people and local communi¬ 
ty mental health centers are 
more readily accessible to 
everyone. 

Dr. Menniger said that Mas¬ 
sachusetts once was a leader 
in the field of mental health 
and, although it had slipped 
in the past, will once again be 
in the forefront with the imple¬ 
mentation of the new Mental 
Health Bill. Through, this new 
program, combined with an 
enlightened citizenry and new 
techniques in the field of psy¬ 
chiatry, more and more people 
are being reached sooner and 
helped in a shorter period of 
time. 

As a result, the number of 
people sent to state hospitals 
has been reduced to about 
l/10th and the number of 
years spent there has been 
drastically reduced from an 
average of about 25 years to 
about 5 years. 

Speaking about the Newton 
Mental Health Center under 
the Directorship of Dr. Wil¬ 
liam Stone, he said, 'There is 
something harmonious about 
a Mental Health Center being 
right across the street from 
the high school. Children are 
the most underestimated and 
their difficulties are the most, 
but they show the greatest re¬ 
sults. Children give us the 
greaest hope.”

A Shadow Falls Over All 

It is frightening to the average citizen to discover 
that Cosa Nostra members boast of their connections 
with government officials and judges in private con¬ 
versations between themselves. 

It is comforting to learn that the private conversa¬ 
tions were not so private and that for three years and 
four months every word spoken in the office of Cosa 
Nostra overlord. Raymond Patriarca, was recorded by 
means of an electronic listening device planted and 
monitored by agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi¬ 
gation. 

Although the many, many names of the officials 
mentioned by members of the infamous Mafia were de¬ 
leted from the records made public recently by the FBI, 
they are known to J. Edgar Hoover and his Bureau- 

Revelation that the Cosa Nostra bragged of their 
“connections” with men in positions of high trust was 
made by U.S. Atty. Edward P. Gallogly of Rhode Is¬ 
land. He said that what was made public by the FBI 
only covered about 20 days of what went on in Patriar- 
ca's office during the three years and four months the 
“bug” was in operation. 

‘'Thej-e were certain discussions during which men 
present, Ji braggadocio, mentioned prominent people 
in government, judges and such in connection with their 
activities,” Gallogly said. 

He said the names were deleted from the material 
made public by the FBI and that there were “many, 
many” of them. 

It was not revealed whether the names mention¬ 
ed by the gangsters were members of the federal, Mass¬ 
achusetts or Rhode Island governments or judiciary. 
It doesn’t matter. It’s a horrifying thought that men 
who were elected or appointed to positions of honor and 
trust might be tools of the Cosa Nostra. 

Unfortunately, when something like this is re¬ 
vealed, without naming names, a shadow falls over all, 
and the public bitterly casts all judges and government 
officials in the same mold.

Aces are high at the New¬ 
ton Free Library, during June, 
in an exhibit of antique and 
modern playing cards. The 
display is part of the collec¬ 
tion of Professor and Mrs. 
Louis H. Orzack of Newton, 
who have been collecting cards 
for about two years. 

The oldest card in their col¬ 
lection was made in Milton, 
Mass, in 1800 by one Jazamiah 
Ford. It’s a jack of hearts, has 
square corners, and like all 
picture cards or court cards 
of that time, it shows only 
one figure. 

Playing cards go back as 
far as the 1300's in Italy, 
France and Germany. They be¬ 
came widely popular in the 
15th century; they were fre¬ 
quently condemned, taxed and 
regulated. 

The Orzacks have included 
in their exhibit examples of 
tarot or fortune telling cards, 
marked cards, jumbo cards, 
circular cards, and miniature 
cards plus cards from the U.S., 
Switzerland, Austria, Ger¬ 
many, France, Spain, Portugal, 
Israel, Great Britain, Mexico, 
Japan and Morocco. 


Professor Louis H. Orzack 
is a member of the faculty of 
Boston University, Department 
of Sociology. On leave from 
B.U he is currently assistant 
director of Mental Retardation, 
Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health.

been made to combat apathy 
among Newton citizens on vi¬ 
tal issues of war and peace? 
Definitely yes, according to 
Leonard Salter, outgoing pres¬ 
ident of the Newton Commun¬ 
ity Peace Center. Salter, a 
well-known Boston attorney, 
pointed to a forthcoming pro¬ 
gram ‘‘Vietnam Summer” and 
to the Peace Center's educa¬ 
tional program over the past 
year as reliable indicators. 

Reviewing the year's achieve¬ 
ments and plans for the fu¬ 
ture at the Peace Center’s an¬ 
nual meeting held last Tues¬ 
day, Salter stated that the 
peace movement, often de¬ 
scribed as the province of 
"beats” • off and dead - has 
dafinitely become "respecta¬ 
ble" In Newton. 

He pointed to a 150 percent 
increase in Peace Center mem¬ 
bership (which was opened 
officially to the public-at-large 
only last Junei to the roster 
of important Newton residents 
who have continued to support 
the Peace Center through its 
advisory council; and to a 
program which over the 1966- 
67 season attracted Newton 
audiences totaling more than 
750. 

Peace “Blitz" planned for 
Newton, climaxing a year 
of peace education activities 
which has included commun¬ 
ity-wide meetings of the Draft 
and Vietnam, co-sponsorship 
of a United Nations Day Din¬

Mr. Webb described how 
the Vietnam Summer program 
will attempt to rally massive 
grass-roots support on a na¬ 
tional basis calling on the Ad¬ 
ministrative for more vigor¬ 
ous efforts to halt the war in 
Vietnam through negotiations. 

Newton, as a sample com¬ 
munity, will be saturated by 
a door-to-door campaign in 
which citizens will be encour¬ 
aged to air their views on the 
war, to discuss them with 
their neighbors, attend small 
neighborhood meetings and 
seminars, and generally to ed¬ 
ucate themselves on the issues I 
and alternatives in war-torn j 
Vietnam. 

Mr. Webb expressed the | 
conviction that public senti¬ 
ment is actually far more op¬ 
posed to the continuation of 
the war than public opinion 
polls indicate. He pointed out 
that frequently citizens will 
admit reservations about Ad¬ 
ministration policy in private 
but will not express them pub- 
lically because of fear of 
being misunderstood by neigh¬ 
bors and fellow workers. Mr. 
Webb also showed how public 
opinion polls can be biased 1 
and statistically Inaccurate. 

After Mr. Webb’s talk, dis- J 
cussion groups considered his 
message and voted that; 
"THE NEWTON COMMUN¬ 
ITY PEACE CENTER FORM

On Wave Tube 

Dr. Rudolph C. Hergenro- 
ther of 14 Holden Rd., West 
Newton, consulting engineeer 
in Raytheon Company’s Mi¬ 
crowave and Power Tube Di¬ 
vision, has been awarded a 
patent for an improved tra¬ 
veling wave tube structure 
based on a new concept for 
interdigital delay lines. 

Traveling wave tubes are 
used extensively in modern 
microwave systems such 
as radar and communica¬ 
tions. The invention contri¬ 
butes to the development 
of systems with higher ef¬ 
ficiency and reduced gen¬ 
eration of spurious oscilla¬ 
tions. 

Dr. Hergenrother joined 
Raytheon in 1945 as a senior 
engineer. He has served as 
manager of the Beam Tube 
Laboratory and is now a Con¬ 
sulting Engineer, the highest 
engineering position posssible 
in the company. 

Before joining Raytheon, 
Dr. Hergenrother worked at 
Hazeltine Corporation, Farns¬ 
worth Television Corporation,

At the Veterans’ Lot, tor- 
mer Mayor Howard Whit¬ 
more Jr., introduced Mrs. 
Etta Haverlv who placed the 
Gold Star Mothers’ Wreath, 
Mayor Basbas who placed 
the City of Newton Wreath 
and former Mayor Gibbs, 
who placed the Newton 
Veterans’ Council Wreath. 

“We assemble here today," 
declared Mayor Basbas, “to; 
pay homage to the memory 
of these heroic dead who have ! 
given the last full measure of 
devotion in the service of our 
country. 

“Traditionally, this is a 

day for commemorating the; 
sacrifices of past genera- ! 
tions. However, this year, I 
Memorial Day is also a poig¬ 
nant reminder that members 
of our generation, sons, 
fathers, brothers and hus¬ 
bands, are at this very mo¬ 
ment fighting and dying in a 
remote and different battle," 
the Mayor continued. 

“Although men may dif¬ 
fer as to the wisdom of that 
battle and as to the advis¬ 
ability of our being involv¬ 
ed in the Vietnamese con¬ 
flict, there can be no argu¬ 
ment as to the courage and 
dedication our men are dis¬ 
playing there. But then, 
courage and dedication 
have always been the hall¬

| MIDEAST CEASE-FIRE PROSPECTS STILL CLOUDY 

| THE DEADLINE for a cease fire in the Middle East has 
passed and as dawn broke today on the sandy battlefields 
of Egypt, Jordan and Syria, there was no indication whether 
the Israeli and its Arab neighbors were willing to stop their 
four-day war. Egypt was reeling under the blows of the 
fast-moving Israel army and the Suez Canal could be in 
Israeli's hands if Defense Minister Moshe Dayan desired to 
grab the waterway. But Dayan said that his country "had 
no intention of going to the Suez Canal even though her 
troops could easily have done so." 

Israel has accomplished its two main purposes. It seized 
the heights of Sharm el Sheikh and broke the back of the 
blockade of the Gulf of Aqaba, and it captured the old city 
of Jerusalem. It aims to keep Jerusalem. Dayan said, “We 
have returned to Jerusalem, never to part from her again." 

Israel is now ready for "permanent peace" in the 
Middle east. Dayan declared that "at this crucial hour we 
earnestly stretch our hands to our Arab brethren in peace." 

The Security Council adjourned late yesterday after its 
second "toothless" cease-fire resolution and its future plans 
are uncertain. Sources said that the Council may meet 
I again at 11:30 today, but there was no certainty of it. The 
[Soviet Union pushed for the resolution of the cease-fire 
deadline, but it was unwilling to entertain the proposals 
advanced by other nations giving the United Nations a 
possible peace-keeping role in the war. 

MARINES AND COMMUNISTS BATTLE FOR NEW HILL 

U.S. MARINES and Communist forces battled today 
for another of the unnamed hills near the demilitarized 
aone, shattering the lull in the ground war. 

The U.S. 26th Marines reported running into Commun¬ 
ists on Hill 900 near the key Leatherneck outpost of Khe 
Sanh just south of the DMZ separating North and South 
Vietnam. The size of the forces involved and details on the 
fighting were not immediately disclosed. Marine authori¬ 
ties said the Leathernecks had pulled back from the hill 
late yesterday but did not say why.

SENATE PASSES LBJ BAN ON RAIL STRIKE 

THE SENATE responding quickly to prodding bv Presi¬ 
dent Johnson, Wednesday approved by a 70-15 vote the ad¬ 
ministration’s proposal for averting a threatened nationwide 
railroad strike until 1969. 

The vote was the third Senate move this year to head 
off a strike by six shoperaft unions against the nation's 
railroads over a contract dispute. Previous congressional ac¬ 
tions deferred the strike deadline to June 19. 

HOUSE SENATE GROUP AGREE ON DRAFT BILL 

SENATE AND HOUSE negotiators reached agreement 
yesterday on a new military draft bill which rules out, for 
the present, any lottery-like random selection system to de¬ 
termine the order of induction. The Senate may act on the 
four-year draft extension bill today. 

The compromise bill was approved on the basis of dif¬ 
fering bills passed by the Senate and House. It would guar¬ 
antee the continuance of educational deferments for college 
undergraduates and students enrolled in apprentice and job 
training programs. 

McNAMARA MOVES TO GET OIL FOR VIETNAM 

DEFENSE SECRETARY Robert S. McNamara an¬ 
nounced yesterday the United States was making arrange¬ 
ments to continue the flow of oil to Vietnam in the event 
Middle East supplies are cut off. 

McNamara said "contingency contracts" were being 
signed to buy more oil from West Coast and Caribbean 
refineries. Arrangements also are being made, he said, to 
add approximately 35 tankers to the 25 ships already carry¬ 
ing oil to the western Pacific and Southeast Asia. 

AIRMAN GIVEN 30 YEARS FOR PASSING SECRETS 

AIR FORCE SGT. Herbert W. Boeckenhaupt was sen¬ 
tenced yesterday to 30 years in prison for conspiring to de¬ 
liver U.S. defense secrets to Russia. 

Boeckenhaupt, a former Pentagon radio operator with 
n top secret security clearance, stood impassively as U.S. 
District Judge Oren R. Lewis imposed the sentence. Boecken-- 
haupt's court-appointed attorneys said an appeal would he 
filed. 

HOPES FOR WAR'S END BOOSTS STOCK MARKET 

STRONG HOPES of a rapid end to the Arab-Israel war 
without direct intervention by the United States, prompted 
the second consecutive advance yesterday on the New York 
Stock exchange. 

The Dow Jones Industrial Average jumped 6.48 to 869.19 
and the rail component picked up 1.78 to 251.24 The New 
York Stock Exchange index reflected a gain of 43 cents in 
the average share price.

$1 MILLION CREDIT SWINDLE ON BANKS, STORES BARED 

AN ESTIMATED $1 MILLION bank loan and credit 
card swindle on New England banks and retail stores was 
revealed yeterday before the grand jury. Thirty-six individ¬ 
uals, including businessmen and racketeers are involved, ac¬ 
cording to detectives. A preliminary grand jury report was 
expected today. 

The district attorney’s office said the swindle involved 
•tolen and forged automobile licenses, stolen credit cards 
and false credit reports. 

WIFE OF MAIL ROBBERY SUSPECT ACCUSES AGENTS 

THE WIFE of a self-designated suspect in the unsolved 
$1.5 million Plymouth Mail Robbery charged Wednesday 
that postal inspectors invaded her home in October, 1962, 
and took some money, three bank bags and a length of 
clothesline. In addition, she said, one of the inspectors com¬ 
mitted assault and battery on her. 

The testimony came from Mrs. Elizabeth Ann Kelley 
of Irving Park, Watertown, wife of John J. Kelley. She is a 
plaintiff in a civil damage suit in U.S. District Court. The 
defendants are Postal Inspector Raymond J. Dunne of 
Chicago, a top investigator in the case, and William F. 
White, who was chief postal inspector in New England at 
that time. 

EXECUTIVE COUNCIL APPROVES TRACY RESPITE 

THE EXECUTIVE COUNCIL yesterday approved Gov. 
John A. Volpe's request for a three-month respite for con¬ 
demned killer Charles E. Tracy. The vote was 6 2. Democra¬ 
tic councillors Walter F. Kelly of Worcester and George 
F. Cronin Jr. of Boston opposed the respite. 

Volpe had asked for the respite pending his request 
that a special commission study the deterrent effect of the 
death penalty. Tracy was sentenced Dec. 17, 1963 for killing 
Boston policeman John J. Gallagher in a Kenmore Square 
bank. 

WINTHROP DRAFT OBJECTOR CONVICTED 

ROBERT A. TALMANSON, 20, for Merimaid Ave., Win- 
throp, claiming to be a conscientious objector and an op¬ 
ponent of the Vietnam war, was convicted yesterday of 
failing to submit to armed forces induction. 

He will be sentenced June 21 by U.S. District Judge

Missioncrs in the highlands 

of the Central American coun¬ 
try of Guatemala have long 
been worried about the econo¬ 
mic welfare of the Indians 
among whom they work. 

One of these missioners 
is a youthful-looking and 
rugged Maryknoll priest 
from Newton, Father 
Thomas Melville, who play¬ 
ed a key role in the area’s 
development. 

The people live largely on 

a diet of corn which is grown 
in eroded and depleted soil, 
and their is a bare and unre¬ 
warding existence. 

It was these conditions 

which brought a group of 
highland Indians to the vast 
and unexplored jungle region 
in Colonia Juan XXIII, Gua¬ 
temala. 

Today, fifty families have 

already settled a 10,000 acre 
tract provided by the Guate¬ 
malan government along the 
Pasion River. The soil is rich, 

game abounds and the forests 


yields pepper, chicle, cedar To further gladden the 
and mahogany. heart of the Maryknoll mis- 

sioner from Newton, today the 
land has been cleared, an air¬ 
strip is being built and crops 
have been planted. 


These colonists arrived in 
the area under the leader¬ 
ship of Father Melville who 
saw the migration as an 
answer to many of the In¬ 
dians' pressing problems. 


As colonist Ramon Lopez 

sees his newly-found home: 
“This year I'll get 6000 
pounds of grain from two 
acres. Back in the mountains 
I had one acre and in a good 
year I got 750 pounds of 
grain." 

The diet of these former 

mountain people has improv¬ 
ed immeasurably since com¬ 
ing. In the mountains, beans 
were a treat since they used 
so much firewood to be cooked. 

In the colony firewood is 

plentiful, and the men can 
easily catch wild game, fish 
and pheasants in large num¬ 
bers. 

The colony, according to 
Father Melville, was or¬ 
ganized as a cooperative.

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Capt. Quinn 
Will Discuss 
Dog Leashing 

Captain William F. Quinn, 

Newton Police Department, 
director of Animal Control, 
has been Invited to a two-day 
conference of the New Eng¬ 
land Regional meeting of the 
American Humane Associa¬ 
tion. June 8th and 9th, at the 
Colonial Statler-Hilton Inn., 
Wakefield. 

Captain Quinn will discuss 
with Honorable David Flynn, 
member of Massachusetts 
General Court. “Dog Laws 
Pro and Con.” 

The captain directs the 
unique Newton Animal Control 
Department and administers 
Newton's Animal Control ordi¬ 
nance which Is considered to 
be the model control effort In 
the United States. 

Many confuse animal con¬ 
trol with leash laws and the 
captain will discuss the poli¬ 
cy on leashes or lack of 
leashes. 

He states that, “If you are 
a believer of leashing your 
dog-do so, if you do not be¬ 
lieve in leashing, don't leash, 
either way is acceptable to his 
Department of Animal Con¬ 
trol.” 

He went on to state that 
neither he nor his control of¬ 
ficers care to debate the 
merits either way, but does 
add that “ If you have a 
problem dog, you should make 
the choice, because control of¬ 
ficers are required by law to 
pick up and order restraints 
for any problem dogs. 

The captain said that 
“over 234 dogs that were 
problems and were unlicens¬ 
ed had been picked up In 
1966 and were saved from: 
hunger, abuse or being 
forced Into difficult situa¬ 
tions and turned over to 
people appreciating dogs. 

Tlie captain commended the 
Board of Aldermen for provid¬ 
ing the animal control ordi¬ 
nance and stated that he is 
asking that it be enlarged to 
cover all animals. 

The experience of the con¬ 
trol officers nave been with 
raccoons, rats, cats, steers, 
monkeys, dogs and other ani¬ 
mals. and that the law should 
include these other animals. 
In that way, humane treat¬ 
ment might be accorded to 
every animal in need, he said.

And everything affecting 
the colony — from the colony 
store to attending Mass in a 
makeshift shed — is discuss¬ 
ed and decided by all in town¬ 
meeting style. 

Father Melville’s aim is 
to have the people work¬ 
ing and living independent 
of him. He is teaching the 
men how to navigate the 
river, maintain their out¬ 
board engine, run the gaso¬ 
line saw and even replace 
the packing on the colony's 
water pump. 

It is a strong community 

growing here and one steep¬ 
ed in Christian life. “We’ve 
had our problems,” says 
Father Melville, “but we're 
overcoming them all.”

A “Charter Petition Week¬ 
end" for June 9, 10 and 11 is 
being planned by the League 
of Women Voters of Newton 
to make a concerted effort 
for the 10.000 signatures 
necessary to put the question 
of a Newton Charter review 
on the ballot in November. 

The last comprehensive 
study of the Newton Char¬ 
ter having been made in 
1897. the League of Wom¬ 
en Voters feels that there 
are several areas which 
are in need of re-examina¬ 
tion. 

In order to have the ques¬ 
tion, "Shall a Commission be 
elected to revise the Charter 
of Newton?" placed on the 
ballot. Newton voters must 
so indicate their desire by 
their signatures on the pe¬ 
tition. 

Mayor Kashas' was the first 
signature to be placed on the 
petition, and the League 
hopes that all other citizens 
will consider the importance 
of the issue and see that their 
signatures, too, will appear 
on the petition. 

Other organizations which 
are working to achieve a 
Charter review are both 
the Democratic and Re¬ 
publican city committees 
and the P.T.A. Council. 

Says Mrs. Luis Fernandez, 
Chairman of the League 
Charter Committee, "Among 
the questions that could come 
up for examination is the | 
manner of filling a vacancy 
in 'he mayor's office. 

“If the mayor’s office 
should be vacated by acci¬ 
dent or death early in the 
term, under the .present 
Charter, the president of the 
Board of Aldermen would act 
as mayor until the end of 
the term. However, there is 
the possibility that the Alder¬ 
man might not have the time 
to assume the full-time po¬ 
sition of mayor—or that he 
might not have the qualifica¬ 
tions which the people of 
Newton would want in a 
jnayor. 

"This is certainly one 
problem to he considered. 
Another one might be how 
long the term of office for 
mayor should be. What we 
should all bear in mind, 
however, is that no ques¬ 
tion can even be consid¬ 
ered for study unless the 
petition is filed, and that 
the petition can not he filed 
without the proper num¬ 
ber of signatures.”

House Hill 4596 

A concerted campaign has been mounted against 
House Bill 4596, submitted by Gov. Volpe, which would 
repeal the Minimum Consumer Price Law on alcoholic 
beverages. The Massachusetts Package Store Associa¬ 
tion has distributed over a half-million pamphlets 
through package stores in an effort to defeat the mea¬ 
sure. 

The pamphlets deplore the Governor’s recommenda¬ 
tions and charge they are “anti-business and pro¬ 
monopoly.” The Package Store Association also claims 
retailer profits are not exhorbitant—generally in the 
area of 20 per cent—lower practically than any other 
commodity on the market. If the Governor wants to 
do something about prices why has he chosen for the 
whipping boy the small citizen of the Commonwealth 
who ekes out a meager existence on low profits?” 

The Package Store Association further claims “The 
Alcoholic Beverage Control (ABC) commission has the 
power to strike down excessive prices. As late as Feb. 
9. 1967, they officially certified prices as not being 
excessive. Gov. Volpe says they are excessive. Either 
the Commission is wrong or the Governor is wrong: 
both can't be right.” 

Quintin J. Cristy, ABC Commissioner, has taken 
angry exception with the content of the pamphlets and, 
we feel, with good cause. 

He points out that approximately 60 per cent of 
the volume of wholesale sales to retailers are done on 
a “Post-Off basis which he says “is nothing more than 
a discount in excess of the two per cent volume discount” 
allowed under the law. He said the ABC insisted that 
“Post-Off” be reflected in the minimum consumer price. 

“Not one store lowered their price and we had no 
authority to tell them they must do this. We have no 
control in so far as making it mandatory that the price 
established is the minimum price consumer book is the 
actual price charged to the consumer. All we can say 
is ’if you sell below the minimum consumer price, you 
are in violation of the law!” 

As far as the package store owners being “whipping 
boys" who “eke out a meager existence on low profits,” 
Cristy said the ABC has allowed “mark ups of 30 per 
cent on the retailers cost, not including the additional 
percentage of profit received as a result of Post-Offs.” 

The Commissioner continues “for their licenses 
alone, package store owners are asking from $25,000 
to $75.000—a license which under the law is not sup¬ 
posed to be sold! 

“Now what kind of a whipping boy do you call this 
who is trying to eke out a meager existence on low 
profits?” Cristy queries. 

It is a fact that retail prices for bottled liquors in 
Massachusetts are among the highest in the country, 
despite evidence that 13 other states have higher state 
and local taxes per fifth. During the last 12 months, 
adjoining states have increased their liquor sales as 
much as 19.7 per cent, while Massachusetts showed a 
decrease of four per cent. 

It has been estimated that Massachusetts citizens 
would save over $30,000,000 annually—and the state 
would receive at least $3,000,000 in additional revenue 
by repeal of the Minimum Consumer Price Law. 

We call for acceptance of House Bill 4596 and re¬ 
peal of the price law. If the law is repealed, residents 
of Massachusetts would have approximately $30,000,- 
000 to spend for other items. We fel that if the mini¬ 
mum consumer price level is eliminated, the retail price 
of liquor in the Commonwealth would seek its own 
level. 

In addition, why should the citizens of Massachu¬ 
setts have to pay $200,000 a year eo enforce a law 
which says they can’t buy liquor at a lower price than 
that established by the distiller? 

We heartily concur with Mr. Cristy who says: 

“If the distiller is so interested in holding his 
prices, then let him fair-trade his prices, let him police 
his prices, let him engage his own attorneys to take 
legal action against anyone who sells in violation and 
let him handle the prosecution. 

“Let us free the Commission of this tremendous 
burden upon its time. Its investigators could devote 
their time and energy to curbing sales to minors, an 
ever growing problem.” 

Yes! Let us do that!

His Eminence Richard Cardinal Cushing endorses 
the parade and urges members of the Archdiocese to 
turn out en masse for the demonstration, stating: “We 
cannot do enough to support the morale of the boys 
in Vietnam.”

a study made to determine 
what improvements can he 
made in the operating proce¬ 
dures of the welfare depart¬ 
ment. 

In the case of some of the 
other demands, the mothers 
making them obviously either 
didn’t understand the law or 
didn’t want to understand it. 

For example, the mothers, 
in effect, demanded the right 
to remain on welfare, collect 
their aid and at the same time 
earn as much money as they 
can, keeping the first $85 they 
earn in a month and 70 per 
cent of their earnings above 
$85. 

One objection to that pro¬ 
posal is that it is in violation 
of the federal law. 

The purpose of public wel¬ 
fare, which comes from the 
pockets of other citizens, is 
to provide help for persons 
unable to earn enough money 
to support themselves and 
their children. 

Obviously, there must he a 
cut-off point in the amount 
welfare recipients can earn and 
still remain eligible for public 
assistance. 

The welfare mothers also 
asked that they he allowed to 
save as much money as they 
can for the education of their 
children and that the welfare 
department match whatever 
they save as a reward for their 
thrift. 

Certainly, the mothers should 
he allowed to save whatever 
thev can within the provisions 
of the law. The demand that 
the city make gifts to them 
equal in amount to their sav¬ 
ings has obvious ramifications. 

Even though they apparent¬ 
ly don't understand the law, the 
mothers demanded that hoards 
he set up in each welfare of¬ 
fice, that they control such 
hoards and act on emergency 
requests and policy matters. 

Senator Brooke said the 
mothers were demanding “an 
adequate voice in the alloca¬ 
tion of welfare funds” and 
that he believed they were en¬ 
titled to such a voice. 

From where we sit it seems 
that the mothers u rre demand¬ 
ing the right to make decisions 
they are not qualified to make. 

Needless to say, such de¬ 
mands haven’t been met, will 
not he met and couldn’t he 
met. Yet, some public and 
civil rights leaders profess to 
regard the demands as reason¬ 
able and legal when they must 
know otherwise. 

To cause these women to 
believe that all the things they 
demanded could properly or 
legally he done is to create the 
selling for disturbances and 
violations of the law. 

Well-meaning civil rights 
leaders say there are some 
members of their community 
they just can’t reach. That, of 
course, is true. 

They obviously acre refer¬ 
ring to the hoodlums who 
hurled bricks at police, started 
fires and looted stares. 

But how much of an effort 
was made to explain to the 
mothers that they were voicing 
demands which could not he 
met under the law? Such an 
effort might have ended the 
sit-in and prevented the rioting. 

When riots occur such as 
those which erupted in Rox¬ 
bury, the c ry of poliee brutalitv 
invariably is sounded. In all 
fairness, it would seem that 
the police handled themselves 
with commendable restraint. 

Representative Mich a e 1

that an effort should be made 
to ascertain what mistakes 
were made hv the community 
and the poliee.

I nless something unexpect¬ 
ed happens, Saturday is the day 
on which the carnage begins. 

Beginning Saturday it will 
lie legal for your children to 
buy “sparklers” in the store, 
return home and burn them¬ 
selves, their clothing and any¬ 
thing else burnable. 

This form of “harmless” fun 
is possible under a new law. 

If you don't want your chil¬ 
dren playing with “sparklers 
it's up to you to stop them. 

The likelihood that any 
change will lie made in the 
law before Saturday is now 
somewhat remote. 

Even if the law is revised, 
the sale of sparklers up to 12 
inches in length probably will 
he allowed as a result of an 
amendment tacked onto a re¬ 
peal hill by Representative 
Janet Starr of Belmont. 

Representative Starr is one 
of the defenders of the right 
of children to play with 12-inrh 
“sparklers” which annually 
take a toll of life and limb in 
sections where their sale is 
sanctioned.

poundments of the river wat¬ 
ers for release during the 
critical dry summer months, 
water having a degree of abil¬ 
ity to cleanse itself with ade¬ 
quate flow if other pollutants 
are under control. 

Interbasin transfer of wat¬ 
er from a larger stream is 
also under consideration, 
since the Charles River Basin 
is too highly developed to al¬ 
low construction of storage 
facilities of any merit. Mr. 
Graf’s comments touched on 
various aspects of the river 
from thermal and salt pollu¬ 
tion in the Basih to prospects 
for public swimming.

“The main argument against 
the proposal appears to be 
that it is unnecessary until 
Newton goes to a full data 
processing,” Muther noted. 

“But on the basis of the

“Vietnam Summer” got off 
to an enthusiastic start in 
Newton last Thursday (June 
1) when hotheads and mode¬ 
rates in the peace movement 
united to agree on an action- 
oriented program and a 
"peace talkathon” for this 
community, effective immedi¬ 
ately. 

The ad hoc groups, which 
met in the Eliot Church of 
Newton under the sponsor¬ 
ship of the Newton Commu¬ 
nity Peace Center, appointed 
Richard Sterne and Mrs. Eliz¬ 
abeth Merrill as co-chairmen. 

"Vietnam Summer” (it was 
explained* is a mass, nation¬ 
wide effort, initiated by the 
Rev. Martin Luther King and 
two Harvard professors, to 
bring the techniques of the 
civil right movement to bear 
on citizen efforts to end the 
war in Vietnam. According to 
Lee Webb, national director 
of the movement which had 
i t s headquarters in Cam¬ 
bridge, opposition to the Ad¬ 
ministration's policy in Viet¬ 
nam is far more widespread 
than opinion polls indicate. 

“Vietnam Summer,” a true 
grassroots effort to identify 
and mobilize silent dissenters, 
will employ door-to-door can¬ 
vassing, neighborhood meet¬ 
ings, and educational semin¬ 
ars in 500 communities across 
the country, of which New¬ 
ton is one. 

The Newton effort is being 
spearheaded by the Newton 
Community Peace Center, lo¬ 
cated at 474 Center street, 
Newton (the Eliot Church), 
telephone 332 9110. Staff di¬ 
rector is Miss Patricia Deats, 
a research assistant at Har¬ 
vard, and daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Paul Deats of West 
Newton. Richard Silver a 
Newton student at University 
of Massachusetts will serve 
as field staff. 

A major activity in Newton 
will be door-to-door canvas¬ 
sing by Newton citizens to 
find out their neighbors' atti- 1 
tudes and opinions on the 
Vietnam war. and to invite 
them to join in discussion and 
action. The first training ses¬ 
sion for these volunteers will 
be held Thursday. June 15, at 
7:30 p.m. at the Peace Center. 
Chairman of the canvassing 
effort is John Oliver Perry, a 
Newton resident and profes¬ 
sor at Tufts. 

Another action taken by the 
Wietnam Summer’ in Newton 
group was to officially open 
the Peace Center each Wed¬ 
nesday night to serve as an 
ever-available focal point for 
discussion, education, dissent 
and exchange of opinion on 
the war in Vietnam. 

All citizens of Newton will 
be able to stop by at the even¬ 
ing sessions to trade views, to 
see movies or hear lectures, 
to get literature, and gener¬ 
ally to air their sentiments re¬ 
garding the hostilities in 
Southeast Asia. The origina¬ 
tor and organizer of the Peace 
Talkathon is Fred King, of 
Newton Highlands, physics 
technician at Harvard. 

At last Thursday's kick-off 
meeting, the younger element 
attempted to shake their 
more conservative elders into 
more dramatic action. It was 
pointed out that this is typi¬ 
cal of both the peace and 
civil rights movements, where 
young blood and brainpower 
has supplied much of the 
drive and manpower. At the 
urging of the student contin- 
gent, who opposed "pussy-

footing,” the following State¬ 
ment of Purpose was adopted: 

The program of Vietnam 
Summer in Newton is based 
on the following assumptions: 

1. That the Vietnam conflict 
daily brings us closer to the 
danger of a showdown with 
China, and ultimately a nu¬ 
clear conflict; 

2. That the Vietnam War is 
brutal and unjust; 

3. That the present purposes 
and policies of the United 
States government in south¬ 
east Asia require fundamen¬ 
tal change; 

4. That many of our neigh¬ 
bors who are now silent are 
ready to have their concern 
publicly identified and to en¬ 
gage in study and action aim¬ 
ed at such a reorientation of 
policy; 

We endorse no single solu¬ 
tion. but are united in the con¬ 
viction that peaceful alterna¬ 
tives to present policies and 
trends need immediate and 
widespread consideration. In 
this we invite our neighbors 
to joining. (End of Statement 
of Purpose.) 

While the organizing of 
canvassing teams is still un¬ 
derway, Vietnam Summer in 
Newton is reported in full 
swing, with Miss Deats man¬ 
ning the 474 Centre street of¬ 
fice every morning from 9-12 
noon. All persons interested 
in helping with the movement 
or in learning more about it 
are urged to call (332-9110) 

1 or visit the office. Miss Deats 
reports, "Volunteers are 
needed on every front and all 
kinds of time and talent can 
be put to productive use.”

Recreation Commissioner 
John B. Penney announces 
that season permits for the 
city’s public swimming areas 
have been placed on sale at 
the department’s offices in 
City Hall. 

Cost of the permits this 
year has been increased by 
vote of the Recreation Com¬ 
mission as follows: Students 
six year old through high 
school, $3; adults, $5; chil¬ 
dren under six, no charge, 
but they must be accom¬ 
panied by an adult. Students 
over 16 must purchase adult 
permits if they wish to swim 
on adult nights. Season tick¬ 
ets are available only to New¬ 
ton residents, and proof of 
residency is required. Non¬ 
residents and others without 
season permits will be charg¬ 
ed 50 cents for each swim pe¬ 
riod.

The World 


ISRAEL HUNTING THOUSANDS OF DYING EGYPTIANS 

ISRAELI PLANES and ground forces were searching 
Occupied Sinai today for thousands of Egyptian soldiers 
feared dying of wounds, thirst and hunger on burning desert 
sands. Aid programs were launched for Arab refugees of 
the Mideast war. 

The plight of war victims in conquered areas of Egypt, 
Jordan and Syria overshadowed Soviet demands for an 
emergency meeting of the United Nations General Assembly 
to condemn Israel as the aggressor and force withdrawal 
of its troops to pre-war lines. 

The meeting of the 122-nation assembly, where the big 
powers have no veto, appeared certain, and the Soviets were 
reported planning to use it as the forum for one of their 
fiercest propaganda campaigns in years. 

KOREA STUDENTS THREATEN GOVERNMENT 

TWENTY THOUSAND STUDENTS fought with club 
wielding police in the streets of Seoul yesterday, and threa¬ 
tened a drive to overthrow the government of South Korea. 

The students hurled rocks amid clouds of tear gas, in 
the third day of violent demonstrations against alleged 
‘‘rigging” of iast Thursday’s parliamentary elections. 

They also carried placards warning the government to 
remember similiar student riots in April, 1960, led to the 
overthrow of President Syhgman Rhee. 

JAPAN BARES FEAR OF RED CHINA H-BOMB 

COMMUNIST CHINAS nuclear weapons will become 
operational after 1970 and will post a threat to Japan and 
other parts of the world, a top official of the Japanese Self 
Defense Agency said. 

Yutaka Shimada, defense affairs bureau director of the 
agency, said that Japan is not fully prepared against Chinese 
nuclear attack or the hazzards of radioactive fallout. He 
said Japan depends for its security on the Japan-United 
States security treaty. 

RUSK TELLS NATO SOVIETS AGREE ON NUCLEAR PACT 

SECRETARY OF STATE Dean Rusk told NATO allies 
at Luxembourg that the United States and Russia had 
agreed on the main points of treaty to ban the spread of 
nuclear weapons, but had failed to agree on ways to en¬ 
force it. 

U.S. officials said Rusk told NATO foreign ministers 
that a rough draft of the treaty may be submitted soon to 
the 17-nation disarmament conference at Geneva. But, the 
draft would contain a blank space in place of an article set¬ 
ting forth ways to Inspect the ban and keep signatories 
from cheating.

BELOTTI SPENT DOUBLE WHAT HE REPORTED, PAPER SAYS 

RECORDS INDICATE Francis X. Bellotti in his cam¬ 
paign for Attorney General last year, spent nearly tw-ice as 
much money as he reported to the Secretary of State, the 
New Bedford Standard-Times said yesterday. The paper said 
thousands of dollars were spent for the candidate by the 
Democratic State Committee. This money, the paper added 
was not under Bellotti’s name. 

Using figures from the Secretary of State, the Standard- 
Times said Bellotti’s expenditures for 1966 were $121,505. 
But to this the paper added the Democratic committee's ex¬ 
penditures attributed to Bellotti of $161,948. The total amount 
was $283,453.

Senator Edward M. Kennedy has flagged down a 
bill designed to eliminate the immediate need for re¬ 
vamping the congressional districts in Massachusetts 
and about 30 other states.

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Arab “Wailing Wall” Political Highlights 


Word War Just Beginning 

The fighting in the Mideast is now over and the 
Interminable war of words is just beginning. During 
the recent conflict the Israelis did not do too much talk¬ 
ing - they acted, after first warning Egyptian President 
Gamel Abdel Nasser and the rest of the members of the 
United Arab Republic that Israel would defend its ter¬ 
ritorial sovereignty. 

The Israelis smashed the Arab armies, opened the 
Gulf of Aqaba, took all the city of Jerusalem and its 
armies are stretched from the west bank of the Suez 
Canal to the east bank of the Jordan River. They hold 
a large slice of the upper Syrian plateau south of 
Mount Hermon and all of the Holy Land. 

Once again last week Jews blew the ram’s horn at 
the ancient Wailing Wall in the Old City of Jerusalem, 
and Israeli soldiers prayed where their forefathers 
prayed when David was King of Israel. The Israeli 
government says it will never give up Jerusalem again; 
never return to a partitioned city. They have taken 
the Old City from Jordan and will never relinquish it. 

It became more and more apparent last week 
after the capture of the Old City and its historical 
and religious shrines, that the Arabs found a new 
“Wailing Wall” in the councils of the United Nations 
in New York City. 

Members of the United Arab Republic, their other 
allies and the big friendly bear, spurned the UN when 
the Arabs mobilized their armies, closed the Strait of 
Tiran, entrance to the Gulf of Aqaba, and the jingois¬ 
tic call for Holy War rang out through Islam. In the 
short space of a few days, however, things changed! 

Suddenly, little Israel was the “imperialistic ag¬ 
gressor” accused of launching a Hitlerite blitzkreig 
on the poor, well-meaning members of the United 
Arab Republic. The criers stooped to the lowest kind 
of diplomatic invective seldom heard in UN councils. 
Diplomatic relations were broken with both the United 
States, by members of the Arab bloc, and with Israel, 
by Russia and members of the Communist bloc. They 
all bleated like little lambs being led to the slaughter. 

And it has only just begun. Israel has said it will 
not return to the status quo and will “assure the victor¬ 
ies won on the battlefield.” The U.A.R. and the big 
friendly bear will try to win with words that which was 
lost through force of arms. 

We predict only one thing: The members of the 
U.A.R. will be quick to resume diplomatic relations 
with the United States. 

They’ll do it for a good reason. They’ll want our 
money. They were in enough economic trouble before 
the conflict; now they are in much w r orse shape. They 
lost about $1 billion worth of arms during the debacle 
which the friendly bear will not write off. So, they’ll 
turn again to Uncle Sam and we’ll probably respond - 
we usually do. 



Until Ted Kennedy scored a surprising victory on 
the floor of the Senate, a bill which would have allowed 
a population deviation of up to 30 per cent between 
the biggest and smallest congressional districts in a 
state appeared on its way to passage. 

Then Ted kicked over the applecart as he succeed¬ 
ed in attaching an amendment to the measure limiting 
the population deviation to 10 per cent. 

Since the biggest congressional district in Massa¬ 
chusetts has 27 per cent more residents than the 
smallest one, that pulled the rug out from under those 
seeking to prevent congressional redistricting in this 
state before next year’s election. 

Ted Kennedy’s action in spearheading a successful 
fight to water down the congressional redistricting bill 
didn’t arouse any cheers from the Bay State Congress¬ 
men who want to keep their districts as they are. But 
he felt the measure was unconstitutional under the 
Supreme Court’s one-man one-vote ruling. 

The hill, which at one stage appeared to have 
clear sailing on its way to President Johnson’s desk, 
now has gone instead to a conference committee 
representing both the House and the Senate. 

It is unlikely to come out of that committee in a 
form which would be any comfort to the Massachusetts 
Congressmen.

“Communications Gap 




Failure on the part of Newton citizens to pay 
enough attention - or in many cases any attention - 
their school officials and School Committee was re¬ 
cently criticized in a Graphic editorial. 

It should be added that part of the difficulty in 
communications between schools and the rest of the 
world, is that educators frequently use their own lang¬ 
uage which is not immediately intelligible to outsiders. 

For example, something about the problems facing 
Newton educators makes them use English words as 
if they were speaking German. One can almost hear 
the hyphens click into place between words losing their 
independence. Thus, when Newton teachers ask for 
“time-to-think” or “room-to-work”, it is pretty clear 
that what they really want is “Denkenszeit and Wer- 
kenscraum”. 

Likewise, when the importance of “vertical and 
horizontal communication” is stressed, the non-initiates 
are likely to think that the school department favors 
taking the scats out of telephone booths and installing 
rows of chaise lounges in shady places on school camp¬ 
uses. 

Thirdly, it might be worthwhile to propose a six- 
month moratorium on the use of the word "experience” 
after nouns. Because otherwise it would seem that 
Newton children go through the home-experience, the 
class-experience, the learning experience,but somehow 
are screened by the welter of experience from the 
home, the school learning and various and sundry 
other things. 

If the six month moratorium doesn’t give the 
ladies and gentlemen of the schools a chance to shake 
the habit of talking about experiences instead of things, 
an 18 month raoratiorum could be added. 

Lastly, we would suggest that in their explana¬ 
tion of school policy they stop wielding paragraphs 
from Harvey Cox, Marshall McLuhan, Arnold Toyn¬ 
bee and Alfred North Whitehead, and talk exclusively 
about children, books, rooms, teachers and money.

The federal census also 
counts students, servicemen and 
visitors who may actually re¬ 
side in other states, giving 
communities such as Ayer, 
where Fort Devens is located, 
and Bourne, which has the Otis 
Air Force Base, swollen popu¬ 
lation totals. 


Another revamping of the 
congressional districts will be 
necessary after the 1970 census. 

If the job is done properly 
at that time, with contiguous 
cities and towns placed togeth¬ 
er in districts, some Congress¬ 
men might inevitably wind up 
in the same district. 

That was one of the things 
the members of the special 
legislative committee sought to 
avoid. They tried to comply 
with the federal court order 
and at the same time stir as 
few’ political waters as possible. 


Vote To Cut House 
Not A Realistic One 

Whether a reduction in the 
size of the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives would make 
it a more efficient body is a 
question on which there is a 
sharp difference of opinion. 

The rank and file of voters, 
who like legislators individual¬ 
ly hut not collectively, un¬ 
doubtedly would favor such 
a step. 

They want to retain their 
own Representative but to 
throw out “the other guy.” 

There also may be some bas¬ 
is for the claim that a smaller 
House would be more sus¬ 
ceptible to the pressures of 
lobbyists. 

However, there never was 
any real chance that a majority 
of the members of the Legisla¬ 
ture would vote for a proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
cut the size of the House from 
210 to 160 members. 

'Hie most surprising thing 
about the 167-87 vote against 
the measure was that 87 legis¬ 
lators—13 were State Senators 
—recorded themselves for the 
proposal. 

Of the 74 House members 
who voted for a reduction in 
the size of the body in which 
they serve, most were Republi¬ 
cans and only a handful Demo¬ 
crats. 

How many of the 74 would 
have recorded themselves in 
the same manner if their votes 
were to mean the difference 
between passage and defeat of 
th measure in an intriguing 
question. 

They knew in advance that 
the proposal was doomed to 
defeat and that they could safe¬ 
ly vote for it in the name of 
the reform. 

Some of them were the same 
law-makers who talked most 
loudly against a pay raise for 
themselves and then were first 
in line at the window in the 
Slate Treasurer’s office to col¬ 
lect it after it was approved 
over their supposed objections.

“Scare Letters” Sent To 
Corner Residents Denied 


Chairman Mario DiCarlo of 
the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority yesterday contra¬ 
dicted statements contained in 
an unsigned “scare” letter 
sent to Newton Corner resi¬ 
dents. informing them their 
homes would be taken in 18 
months to make way for an 
urban renewal development. 

DiCarlo characterized the 
letter as untrue and charged 
that it was intended to arouse 
the Newton Corner commu¬ 
nity. 

He emphasized that the 
Newton Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority is simply seeking au¬ 
thorization from the Board of 
Aldermen to file an appli¬ 
cation with the federal gov¬ 
ernment for survey and plan¬ 
ning funds to make a study 
in the Newton Corner area. 

In his message to Newton 
Corner residents, DiCarlo 
said: 

"You may have received in 
recent days an unsigned letter 
containing some excerpts 
from a forthcoming study ap¬ 
plication to the Department 
of Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment. In the letter, it 
was stated that Newton Cor¬ 
ner residents had “only 18 
months more” before their 
houses would be taken for ur¬ 
ban renewal. 

“There is no truth whatso¬ 
ever to that statement, nor is 
there any truthful indication 
anywhere in the letter of the 
purpose of this particular ap¬ 
plication. The letter was ap¬ 
parently intended to arouse 
the community, and it suc¬ 
ceeded well enough to cause 
some concern among several 
residents who had no way of 
knowing that the statements 
simply were not truthful. 


"The facts are simple. The 
Federal Government makes 
available to cities like New¬ 
ton funds to be spent to study 
areas which have either spot¬ 
ty or concentrated instances 
of congestion, or faulty struc¬ 
tures. or other “blighting” in¬ 
fluences, to see what can or 
should be done about them, 
and to propose plans which 
the city can then accept (or 
reject) to bring about im¬ 
provement. It seems clear that 
the Newton Corner area mer¬ 
its careful study and plan¬ 
ning. 

“This costs money—a sub¬ 
stantial amount. The Federal 
Government makes this mon¬ 
ey for study and planning 
available, and it certainly 
seems as though we Newton 
taxpayers can afford to use 
it. That's what the applica¬ 
tion is for—and that's all it's 
for No plans exist now. No 
studies have been completed. 
This application will let the 
city begin the study and 
planning. 

"The Board of Aldermen at 
its meeting June 5th voted to 
hold an open hearing on this 
application, and we join with 
them in urging you to attend 
if you have any questions 
about the intent of this ap¬ 
plication.

both to accept the report 
and to recommend action 
on it to the Mayor, had 
come under heavy fire at an 
Angier PTA meeting May 
31, along with Ward 5 Al¬ 
dermen Franklin N. Flasch- 
ner and Edward C. Ueh- 
lein and School Business 
Director John Gilleland. 

At that time. Hawkridge, 
Flaschner, Uehlein and Gille¬ 
land attempted to file ques¬ 
tions from some 200 Angier 
parents, who seemed to feel 
that their school had been 
neglected too long in the 
course of building programs 
in the rest of the City. 

The report envisages a 
number of alternative crash 
solutions to give the school 
more classrooms. They in¬ 
clude division of the existing 
auditorium into four class¬ 


rooms; putting In a second 
floor over the present two- 
story auditorium area; and 
using the space now occupied 
by the principal’s office. 

A simpler solution was ad¬ 
vanced by Dr. Emlaw at the 
School Committee meeting. 
The auditorium might be 
sound-proofed and properly 
furnished and used without 
subdivision as a large class¬ 
room where a four-teacher 
team would give first grade 
instruction, she said. 

Two new teachers will 
join Angler's staff next year, 
according to Dr. Emlaw, 
one of whom will be added 
to the present three first- 
grade teachers. The other 
will work as a “floating 
teacher” in the upper 
grades to bolster specializ¬ 
ed instruction. 

Dr. Emlaw also hopes to 
obtain a full-time teacher aide 
next year. 


The Angler principal, who! 
seems to be the moving spirit 
I in the drive to get more class- 
; room space, told parents at! 
the May 31 meeting; “I don't 
think we've ever even had a 
hint of what the ceiling is 
for what we could do with 
the kids at Angier. And we 
owe it to them to find out.” 

She also declared that the 
other Newton principals 
consider Angier “the crisis 
school.” 

At present, three converted 

rooms are being employed in 
the basement, and a large 
closet has been remodeled so 
that a teacher aide can work 
with small groups of children. 

Aldermen Flaschner and 
Nehlein promised to support 
the measure when it came be¬ 
fore the Aldermen. Uehlein is 
a past president of the Angier 
PTA. School Committee 
Chairman Harold J. Berman 
reported that Flaschner had 


sent the Committee a letter 
strongly backing the Angier 
renovations. 

Long-range plans for the 
Angier School call for a so- 
called primary school to be 
constructed as an addition to 
the existing building, which 
was erected in 1919. (A four 
room addition was built in 
1936). 

The primary school would 
contain six classrooms for the 
lower grades, a kindergarten, 
a playroom, a nurses’ room 
and space for administration, 
teachers, and consultants. 

The parents' report also con¬ 
cluded that existing facilities 
at Angier for the teachers’ 
lounge are inadequate. 

School officials indicated 
that no major construction 
can be done at Angier until 
the new buildings for Newton 
High and Day Junior High 
and the addition at Newton 
South High are completed.

Norwood, Needham, West- 
wood, Newton and surround¬ 
ing communities has been at¬ 
tending the Dedham clinic, 
which was preceded by a pre¬ 
liminary session on Monday 
afternoon. 

Preparation Vital 

With the myriad of new ma¬ 
terials of today, sewing has 
become a greatly changed 
art. Mrs. McCormick con¬ 
tinued, but the most import¬ 
ant word in the sewing world 
is still “preparation,” which, 
along with “accuracy,” holds 
the key to the final attain¬ 
ment of that professional, 
custom made look. 

Ladies attending the sessions 
have learned that there are 
two parts to the mechanics 
cf sewing — preparation and 
construction, which, together, 
equal sewing. Before they 
start to sew, women must 
first "know themselves” and 
the construction of their body. 
They must know which of 
the nine pattern types most 
applies to them, continued 
Mrs. McCormick. Many wom¬ 
en hesitate to even look at a 
pattern size marked junior, 
miss, teen or sub-teen, figur¬ 
ing that they have passed 
that age—but age has noth¬ 
ing to do with it, she stressed. 
The pattern denotes the type 
of figure — not the woman’s 
age. 

A Matter of Desire 

"Sewing,” Mrs. McCormick 
told her interested audience, 
“is a matter of desire, and 
anyone with the basic ability 
can learn to become an ex¬ 
pert sewer with proper appli¬ 
cation of the right principles 
of the art and the right ap¬ 
proach." 

“It is one hobby you can 
carry around with you. proud¬ 
ly displaying its delightful re¬ 
sults!” enthused the talented, 
pretty visitor to Dedham. 
This does not apply to hob¬ 
bies like painting and music, 
for Instance — although they 
too are creative ways of re¬ 
leasing one’s inner tensions. 

Mrs. McCormick continued 
by saying that since accuracy 
is a prime requisite of good 
sewing the taking of proper 
measurements is a “must." 
They must be taken by some¬ 
one else though, because one 
cannot measure oneself pro¬ 
perly. “And be sure to get on 
that scale!” emphasized Mrs. 
McCormick, "for a five pound 
change of weight — one way 
or the other — can make a 
definite difference in one’s 
basic pattern type." 

Analyze Pattern 

The next step, said Mrs. Mc¬ 
Cormick, is to analyze the

pattern to make sure that It 
is correct for the material. 
The fabric and pattern must 
go together — soft fashions 
require a soft material, and 
crisp firm styles, a matching 
material. In preparing for 
the project ahead, don’t think 
immediately about the finish¬ 
ed product, Mrs. McCormick 
stressed — sewing is a step by 
step process which requires 
planning and accuracy for that 
“custom made look.” 

The Right Tools 

Every trade has Its tools, 
and sewing is no exception. 
Without the proper imple¬ 
ments one cannot do the right 
job, and there are all kinds of 
helpful, necessary gadgets 
on the market to aid the sew¬ 
ing enthusiast. 

Mrs. McCormick spoke of 
the "little crimes” of sewing— 
such as cutting the fabric 
without a cutting board, 
which encourages distortion 
of materials — especially the 
newer fabrics. Another 
’ crime,” she said, is the use 
of pinking shears to cut ma¬ 
terial. They promote distor¬ 
tion and should be replaced 
by dressmaker shears with a 
bent handle or electric scis¬ 
sors, which are becoming a 
“must” item now — they are 
sharp and cut the new, 
stronger fabrics in much less 
time without raveling, stated 
the noted consultant. 

Discard Old Needles 

“A good sewer should have 
three needles,” Mrs. McCor¬ 
mick continued, to accommo¬ 
date the various types of 
materials — and they should 
be sharp! Since the newer 
materials tend to dull the 
points of needles, pins and 
the like, one should have a 
good supply of these items 
on hand at all times, “Don’t 
be sentimental about throw¬ 
ing away needles, pins, or 
frayed, stretched, inaccurate 
tape measures when they 
have served their purpose. 

Even pressing has a “new 
look” in the sewing world. 
Remnants of an old bed sheet 
are no longer suitable as press 
cloths, she continued. Modern 
day fabrics require for first 
pressing a “see through” 
cloth; then for final pressing 
there are heavier cloths, in¬ 
cluding a duo-cloth of two ma¬ 
terials, would should be mois¬ 
tened with a sponge. 

Among the many other 
sewing accessories which Mrs. 
McCormick demonstrated are 
a seam ripper, a sewing gage, 
a point turner, and a delight¬ 
ful little wrist pin cushion 
with pins marked by brightly 
colored heads so that they 
w’on’t be sewn over by mis¬ 
take. 

Sewing — A man’s Art? 

Although they are reluctant 
to admit it, men are becom¬ 
ing more and more interested 
in sewing, according to Mrs. 
McCormick. Ask 100 men if 
they sew, and you’ll probably 
get 100 denials because sew¬ 
ing is considered a strictly 
feminine art . . . but, she ask¬ 
ed the gathering .... 

"Does sewing offer a more 
important outlet for the key¬ 
ed-up executive than for his 
stay-at-home wife? Is it true 
that men are better dress¬ 
makers than women? 

A definite “Yes!” to all 
these questions is given by 
Mrs. McCormick. Men like to 
fellow a blueprint, she said, 
which is what sewing really 
is. They like to do the pre¬ 
liminary work which is so 
important a part of success¬ 
ful sewing. After all, who are 
the tailors? asked Mrs. Mc¬ 
Cormick in a final statement 
to prove her interesting point. 

Born To Sew 

Mrs. McCormick was liter¬ 
ally born Into the world of 
sewing and fashion. Her 
mother was a designer and 
dressmaker for society lead¬ 
ers In Chicago. By the time 
Eernice was in grammar 
school, she already was an 
expert in sewing.

Ten persons appeared be¬ 
fore the Aldermanic Claims 
and Rules Committee at a 
public hearing Monday night 
to support a petition by Plan¬ 
ning Director James A. Miller 
for an amendment to the city 
ordinances which would allow 
the erection of row houses in 
Newton.

PTA Council Airs Many 

J 

Items At Final Meeting 


Nursery School Tots Hold Circus 


Final meeting of the 1966-67 
delegates to the Newton Coun¬ 
cil of PTAs, held at the Divi¬ 
sion of Instruction, brought 
to the floor several subjects 
for discussion and approval. 

Foremost was discussion 
of Newton’s involvement in 
the Metco program which 
brought to the floor a resolu¬ 
tion by Daniel Ahern of New¬ 
ton Centre following recent 
appraisals made to council 
by Mrs. Hubert E. Jones of 
West Newton, chairman of 
the Newton-METCO Commit¬ 
tee and Mrs. David Campbell 
of Auburndale, member of a 
Newton host home. 

Mrs. Jones thanked the 
Council for its continuing sup¬ 
port throughout this first year 
of METCO in Newton. Whole¬ 
hearted participation and as¬ 
sistance from the parent com¬ 
munity and school administra¬ 
tion has been the significant 
moving force for a successful 
year, he said. 

Several of the council dele¬ 
gates. she noted, were inti¬ 
mately involved in this pro¬ 
gram, which gives evidence 
of the true involvement of 
the Council itself. No com¬ 
plete evaluation yet is avail¬ 
able as to scholastic enrich¬ 
ment for Boston Children. 

However, the impact of this 
new relationship with the in¬ 
ner city has been most signi¬ 
ficant for the school commun¬ 
ity. In particular, Newton 
children are co-existing and 
learning with children of 
many different backgrounds, 
thereby enriching their learn¬ 
ing experience, she reported. 
Further, the Social Studies 
curriculums are being re¬ 
evaluated insofar as they con¬ 
cern the multi-racial, multi 
ethnic society in which Ameri¬ 
ca's children live. Integrated 
text-books are an active con¬ 
cern of our school administra¬ 
tors. The nearby community 
of Wellesley, she noted, which 
had originally experienced se¬ 
vere opposition to the pro¬ 
gram, is not only continuing 
their involvement, but had re¬ 
quested twice as many stu¬ 
dents from Boston for next 
year's program. 

Mrs. Jones reported in be¬ 
half of a Roxbury parent. Mrs. j 
Joseph Hall, who was unable 
to be present due to illness. 
Another vital consideration is 
the commitment made by these 
Boston parents. They are high¬ 
ly motivated and committed 
to painstaking sacrifices such 
as early morning bus sche¬ 
dules, monitoring of busses 
and bus-meeting details. 

Mrs. Campbell of the Wil¬ 
liams School team, and mother 
of four children now there 
made a moving report of her 
feelings and her family's with 
regard to this involvement. 
She emphasized that their role 
was not that of social work¬ 
ers, but rather, as she said, 
“I like to think of us as 
neighbors." Mrs. Campbell 
feels the benefits have been 
manifold, but mostly intan¬ 
gible. 

The only problem from the 
very beginning was. not what 
can the children find to talk 
about, but will they ever stop 
talking. It is surprising how 
much urbanites and suburban¬ 
ites have in common—(coin¬ 
cidentally) religious back, 
grounds. YMCA, Little Lea¬ 
gue, Red Sox and Celtics de¬ 
votees, Bat Man, etc. much 
more. 

She concluded with the ob¬ 
servation that “the 'disadvan¬ 
taged child of suburbia' ’’ as 
portrayed in a recent news 
article in N. Y. was given a 
rare opportunity in Newton’s 
Metco program and, she 
added, “for purely selfish rea¬ 
sons, we are eager to par¬ 
ticipate.” 

Mr. Ahern pointed out that 
if this is a valuable enough 
program for our children, it 
was therefore his feeling that 
it was worth “some personal 
investment.” 

Discussion by delegates pro¬ 
duced reservations b ysome as 
to feasibility of financing fu¬ 
ture of the program and 
if the city should be in the 
position of solving inner city 
problems. Mr. Ahern re-em¬ 
phasized the philosophy be¬ 
hind which program was 
brought to Newton in that 
it had valuable dividends for 
both Newton's children and 
Roxbury's. 

Subsequent resolution, which 
received overwhelming vote 
by delegates present, called 
for the expansion of the pro¬ 
gram “to serve as many addi¬ 
tional children as the avail¬ 


ability of classroom spaces and 
other necessary resources will 
provide. 

It further recommended 
“that the School Committee 
make every effort to obtain 
sufficient federal and state 
funds to meet the entire cost 
of the METCO program in 
Newton." 

A fourth recommendation 
was "that the School Commit¬ 
tee explore the possibility of 
obtaining private and institu¬ 
tional funds to help finance an 
expanding METCO in the 
event that federal and state 
funds are not adequate for 
the program in 1967-68 or in 
future years." 

Also speaking before the 
Council were the three elemen¬ 
tary school principals who will 
be involved in next year's pi¬ 
lot school lunch program. All 
wore emphatic in their belief 
that the programs in their 
schools should begin with 
what was best educationally 
for the children. None would 
make concessions to changes 
in the Tuesday and Thursday 
half-day scheduling and its ac¬ 
cruing enrichments to both 
teachers and children. Princi¬ 
pal Arthur Laughland of Hyde 
School viewing his own per¬ 
sonal convictions on this said, 
“One of the great strengths, 

I believe, of the Newton school 
system is the Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons. If we 
lose these, you will see a de¬ 
cline in the quality of our 
schools." Ironically he pointed 
out, many systems throughout 
the country are consistently 
seeking advice on ways to 
emulate just such a program. 

Principal Mary Everett of 
Cabot added to this that the 
Knowles Study Committee re¬ 
port produced no data with 
regard to the emotional and 
physical impact of this kind 
of a schedule on the children. 
Also the effect on teachers, 
and the parents and their 
needs were also unanswered. 
This hopefully can be enlarged 
upon as a result of this pilot 
study. (In response to ques¬ 
tion from the Council. Mrs. 
Everett remarked that the 
Study Committee did find that 
it was among a working moth¬ 
ers group that the least desire 
for change was found.) In 
echoing Mr. Laughland's safe¬ 
guarding of the two half-days, 
she noted that the Knowles 
Study Committee was unani¬ 
mous in its decision that noth¬ 
ing in their investigations in¬ 
dicated that a reshuffling of 
these afternoons could serve 
to improve the educational at¬ 
mosphere. This significant 
unanimous- concensus, she 
said, included Study Commis¬ 
sion members who were among 
the original group that ini¬ 
tiated demands for school re¬ 
scheduling. 

Principal Herbert Callahan 
of Peirce presented the ration¬ 
ale behind his program as, “I 
youngsters were to stay in i 
school so long, it was abso¬ 
lutely necessary to provide a 
program under optional condi¬ 
tions.” “Animation” was the i 
key answer and therefore ex- j 
pansion of art, physical edu¬ 
cation and music programs | 
was crucial. Safeguards for | 
teachers were built in — one 
hour lunches, no direct re¬ 
sponsibility under the pro¬ 
gram. expanded inter-faculty 
consultations and review. 
Amusingly, he added, the 
three principals Involved were, 
last Fall, the most fervently 
opposed to any in-school 
lunch program. Today, not on¬ 
ly are the Principals greatly 
impressed with this approach, 
but the teachers are looking 
forward to testing this new 1 
schedule with growing en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Final important new busi¬ 
ness w’as introduced by Dr. 
Gilbert Friedell of W. Newton 
who was allowed to present 
a proposal for urgent consid¬ 
eration by Council during the 
summer. President of the 
Council, Bernard I. Kaplan, 
was directed by unanimous | 
vote to appoint a special Study j 
Committee to undertake ap- j 
praisal of the school building 
program, with special atten¬ 
tion to the status of the new 
Newton High School. 

Over fifty delegates were 
present at this final meeting, 
which included several newly- 
elected presidents, represent- j 
ing twenty school PTAs.

A bill sponsored by Sen. 
Beryl W. Cohen, whose dis¬

Dangers Of Fireworks Set 
In Warning By Fire Chief 


Fire Chief Frederick A. Per¬ 
kins. Jr., yesterday warned 
Newton residents about the 
dangers and hazards of fire¬ 
works. including sparklers. 

“Fireworks accident.; could 
rtlin vacation-time pleasure 
and perhaps even alter the 
course of life for some chil¬ 
dren about to embark on a 
carefree summer”, Perkins 
declared. 

"This grim warning isn't 
just preaching”, Perkins con¬ 
tinued. "Every year commun¬ 
ities throughout the nation— 
| even those with legislation 
outlawing fireworks — report 
Fourth of July accidents 
| which have burned seriously 
and permanently injured, and 
occassionally killed grade 
schoolers. 

“The following notes from 
case histories collected in 1966 
by the National Fire Protec¬ 
tion Association are not meant 
to be ‘scare’ items. However, 
they do demonstrate that 
there is real need to teach 
children that fireworks, in¬ 
cluding sparklers, plastic 
caps and other so-called 
‘harmless’ items, are ex- 
tremely dangerous,” he 
stated. 

“In Lebanon, Missouri, six 
year old David suffered more 
than 200 puncture wounds— 
30 of which had to be stitched 
—when he dropped a lighted 
cigarette into a box of fire¬ 
crackers on the porch,” Per¬ 
kins said. 

“In Swisher, Iowa, seven- 
year old James shoved a light¬ 
ed sparkler into a can of gas¬ 
oline ‘because the sparkler 
wasn’t burning fast enough’. 
When the gasoline ignited. 
James dropped the can. caus¬ 
ing the flaming liquid to 
splash onto his shoulders and 
arm, which were badly 
burned. 

“In St. Joseph, Missouri, 
three-year old Jeannette was 
burned when her dress was 
ignited by a sparkler as she 
was playing outside her home. 
T turned for just a minute,’ 
her mother said, ‘and when 


I looked back her dress was 
in flames.’ 

"In the 400 fireworks acci¬ 
dents reported to the National 
Fire Prevention Association 
in 1966, five persons were 
killed and 486 injured. This 
represents but a small per¬ 
centage of the estimated 5000 
fireworks injuries that occur 
in the United States each 
year,” Perkins commented. 

"Another recent National 
Fire Prevention Association 
study shows that 7.5 per cent 
of those injured by fireworks 
are children under five years 
of age and another 15 per cent 
of the victims of fireworks 
accidents are six to 10 years 
old.” he added. 

"Case histories serve as 
vivid reminders to teachers, 
fire department officers, and 
others who work with chil¬ 
dren to stress the hazards of 
fireworks in their safety les¬ 
sons as the school year ends," 
Chief Perkins concluded.

ing ordinance so that the 
Board of Aldermen could re¬ 
duce the parking require¬ 
ments and also requested 
that the number of spaces 
required at the air rights de¬ 
velopment be cut from 888 
to 600. 

Waltch later indicated he 
would revise his request and 
seek to have one-third less 
parking spaces than would 
be required under the exist¬ 
ing ordinance. 

Charts and statistics 
were submitted to show 
that the development con¬ 
taining an office building, 
300-room hotel, two restau¬ 
rants and specialty shops 
would not need more than 
600 parking spaces. 

The figures indicated that 
the peak need for parking for 
the hotel would be at 8 
o’clock at night when the 
office building would be 
closed. They showed that the 
hotel’s parking needs would 
decline after dawn, would 
reach a low peak at noon 
and then rise until 8 p.m. 

There would be ample 
parking spaces during the 
day for employees and cus¬ 
tomers of the office build¬ 
ing and patrons of the res¬ 
taurants, it was stated. 

Waltch asserted that addi¬ 
tional parking spaces could 
be provided after the air 
rights developments is com¬ 
pleted if it were found they 
were needed. 

But he said the added cost 
for parking spaces which 
may not he needed at this 
stage would jeopardize the 
entire development. Waltch 
pointed out that adequate 
parking spaces would be an 
economic necessity in order 
to attract prospective lessees. 

The members of the Alder- 
manic Claims and Rules 
Committee took the matter 
under advisement and will 
meet again on Thursday of 
next week to deliberate on it.

The announced 
aims of the Vietnam Summer 
project are to stimulate dis¬ 
cussion and debate and to ed¬ 
ucate on the neighborhood 
level. The project offers no 
pat solutions to the war di¬ 
lemma but believes it possible 
to build a movement to release 
the voices of now silent Amer¬ 
icans, the spokesman stated. 

John Oliver Perry, professor 
of English at Tufts Univer¬ 
sity and chairman of the 
training program for Vietnam 
Summer in Newton, has call¬ 
ed for volunteers to meet in a 
training session for canvess- 
ers, 7:30 p.m., Thursday, June 
15, at 474 Centre Street (Eliot 
Church) in Newton. The meet¬ 
ing will be one of a series 
designed to teach interview¬ 
ing techniques, discussion 
methods, and facts about Viet¬ 
nam to volunteers. 

“We know it will be diffi¬ 
cult,’’ Professor Perry said, 
“to overcome reluctance to 
ring doorbells, but it is es¬ 
sential to reach those people 
in our own communities who 
are worried but won't come 
forward without face-to-face 
encouragement. “We know 
too, that many people are now 
so anxious to work for peace 
that they will be willing to 
contact their neighbors if we 
can offer them training, ed¬ 
ucational materials, and the 
support of an organized 
movement.” 

The agenda of the June 15 
meeting will include 1> discus¬ 
sion of the aims of the Viet¬ 
nam Summer project by 
Richard Sterne, professor at 
Simmons and chairman of the 
steering committee for the 
Newton Vietnam Summer 2) 
description by Leslie Fair- 
field of the Cambridge 
canvassing methods used 
successfully in the Cambridge 
campaign, and 3) demonstra¬ 
tion followed by practice ses¬ 
sions for volunteers. Professor 
Perry plans to divide the 
general meeting into smaller 
I work groups, each led by an 
experienced canvasser, and 
then to reassemble volunteers 
at the close of the evening 
for an exchange of ideas and 
) questions.

The citywide Creative Arts 
Committee of the PTA Coun¬ 
cil has hold its final meeting

The Committee is dedicated 
to bringing children in the 
Newton schools in direct con¬ 
tact with excellence in music, 
dance, drama, and the visual 
arts. To this end they seek 
out and sponsor in-school pro¬ 
grams which present a chal¬ 
lenge to our schoolchildren. 

During the year 1966-67 a 
total of 48 different programs 
was presented, of which 28 
were new to the Newton 
schools, resulting in over 130 
in-school performances. 

With the help of James 
Remley, music supervisor of 
the city schools, auditions 
w-ere set up and evaluated in 
the music field and resulted 
In performances of opera 
(Emmanuel College Opera 
workshop >. folksongs < Tony 
Saletan. Joan Minkoff. the 
Tambourines!, instrumental 
solos (Liza Goode on the harp¬ 
sichord. the Kanwischers on 
piano four hands), chamber 
music (Lyric Arts Quartet, 
Brass Quintet, Percussion 
Trio, Cambridge Consort. 

Also student musical groups 
(Radcliffe Freshman Choir 
and nine different musical 
groups from the Newton 
schools who visited other 
schools in performance), dance 
groups (Ina Hahn, Judi Ja¬ 
cobs I, and theatre groups 
(Theatre Co. of Boston, Judi 
Ross troupe, Ruth Brand 
puppets, Mimsy puppets). 

Working closely with A1 
Hurwitz, Newton Art Super¬ 
visor, the committee also ar¬ 
ranged classroom demonstra¬ 
tions by artists in various 
media — such as pottery by 
Marge Beshares, silk-screen 
printing by Susan Smith, 
portrait painting by Ron Tom¬ 
linson, glassblowing by G.

Jewish Twins At B.C. 
Find Life Can Be Fun 


Celebrating the Jewish holi¬ 
days on the campus of a Cath¬ 
olic university has not been 
unusual for two graduates 
who describe themselves as 
“the only pair of Jewish twins 
at Boston College.” 

Following four years at the 
Jesuit university. Barry and 
Michael Zide, 70 Clyde St.. 
Newtonville. both received 
bachelor of science degrees 
from Boston College this year. 

The brothers regard the 
combination as both close and 
complimentary. "The greatest 
tribute the students ever paid ' 
us at BC was just before 1 
Christmas this year when we 
were all celebrating with the ; 
guys who had just been ac-1 
cepted at medical schools,” 
Barry said. "Everyone was! 
singing Irish songs and Christ-! 
mas carols, and right in the j 
middle they sang ’Hava Na- 
gela’ for us.” 

Mike recalls the first time 
he went to tell a priest-profes¬ 
sor that he would be absent 
from class during the Jewish 
holidays. "I really didn’t know 
how he would react, and he 
said 'pray for us.’ That really 
impressed me.” 

Although both have pursued 
the same course of study — 
Barry will continue his work 
in dentistry at Tufts Univer¬ 
sity and Mike will attend Tem¬ 
ple University in Philadelphia 
— they maintain that being a 
twin tends to breed individu- 
alism. 

"People who don't know us j 
tend to pair us,” Mike said. 
“But we have different friends I 
and dress differently.” 

Barry noted that "people al¬ 
ways say 'both of us.” They 
seem to think they'll offend 
us if they invite one and not 
the other. 

Talking with the Zide twins 
is a bit like watching a ten¬ 
nis match — their thoughts 
seem to bounce off each 
other. Their closeness extends 
to their family and their rela¬ 
tionships at BC. 

Barry said, "we’re close to j 
our parents. We've always 
been able to talk to them 
about everything. I think that 
puts us two steps ahead of 
the next guy.” 

Both speak warmly of their; 
ties with BC and of future 
plans to open a medical center ] 
with BC classmates who are> 
entering medical school. I 
We’ve had a close class at 
BC and have always had I 
teachers here who cared j 
about us and gave us indi¬ 


vidual attention,” they said. 

Their interest in the same 
field began because ‘‘we had 
soft teeth and went to the 
dentist a lot when we were 
kids,” according to Barry. 
"Every time we went we 
asked our dentist a million 
quesctions and we really got 
interested in it." 

He also noted dentistry 
provides a situation where 
“we can have our own prac¬ 
tice. We want to be our own 
boss. 

F*erhap* this is part of 
ourstriving for individual¬ 
ism,” Mike interjected. 

Despite their striking simi¬ 
larity and pursuing the same 
course of study, they only 
tried to attend class for each 
other once. "Our senior year 
in high school I went to Mike’s 
physics class and Mike went 
to my math class,” Barry re¬ 
called. "The physics teacher 
pulled a surprise test that 
day and I flunked it for Mike.

Harvard Will 
Promote Prof. 
From Newton 

Professor Raoul Bott of 77 

Kirkstall Rd., Newtonville, 
considered one of the out¬ 
standing topologists of his 
generation, will become a 
Higgins Professor of Math¬ 
ematics at Harvard on July 1. 

Prof. Bott’s work in topol¬ 
ogy concerns the study of 
the properties of geom¬ 
etrical forms which remain 
constant no matter how the 
forms are distorted. 

This has been his primary 
interest since he joined the 
Harvard faculty in 1959 as 
Professor of Mathematics.

He is editor of "Topology”

Born in Budapest, he re¬ 
ceived the B.Eng. (1945) and 
M.Eng.

SEN. DODD CENSURE VOTE EXPECTED TODAY 

THE SENATE REJECTED overwhelmingly a move yes¬ 
terday merely to "admonish” Sen. Thomas J. Dodd and 
prepared to vote — probably today — whether to make the 
Connecticut Democrat the sixth Senator in history to be 
censured. 

The 92-2 roll call vote against softening charges of finan¬ 
cial misconduct against Dodd was, in part, a vote of dis¬ 
pleasure with Sen. Russell B. Long (D-La.), his chief de¬ 
fender, whose longwinded, emotional floor tactics irked many 
of his colleagues. But the vot* also indicated there was 
Strong sentiment among Senators to censure Dodd at least 
for diversion of political funds to his personal use. 

LUCI'S BABY NAMED PATRICK LYNDON NUGENT 

ALTHOUGH HE WON’T be another LBJ, the "very 
beautiful" 8 pounds, 10 ounce son of Pat. and Luci Nugent will 
bear the name -Lyndon”. The young Nugents announced 
nine hours after the baby was born at Austin, Tex., yesterday, 
that he will be named Patrick Lyndon Nugent. 

"Grandpa” Johnson is tied up in Washington with the 
messy Mideast squabble at the United Nations and a possible 
meeting with Soviet Premier Kosygin. But with Kosygin 
planning to go home in a day or two, it’s safe to assume that 
the President will be winging to Texas post haste on the 
weekend to greet the youngest Lyndon of them all. 

U.S. ‘EMERGENCY’ FUNDS SOUGHT FOR NEW HAVEN RR 

CONNECTICUT APPEALED to the federal government 
yesterday for "emergency” funds to help keep the New 
Haven Railroad alive until it is taken over by the pending 
Penn-Central merger. 

In a letter to Alan S. Boyd, secretary of transportation. 
Gov. John N. Dempsey said that without federal help the 
ailing line might be forced to liquidate, which would mean 
"economic disaster for Connecticut, southern New England 
and the nation.” Dempsey asked Boyd to "immediately pre¬ 
sent to the United States Congress legislation to provide 
federal cash support on a matching fund basis with cash 
aupport provided by the states.” 

HOUSE VOTES $365 BILLION DEBT LIMIT 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON salvaged a second-round legis¬ 
lative victory yesterday when the House voted to hike the 
national debt limit from $336 billion to S365 billion over a 
two-year period. 

The measure, which now goes to the Senate, reversed a 
previous House rejection of increasing the debt ceiling. 
Passage came on a roll call vote of 217 to 196 after a Repub¬ 
lican move to defeat the proposal was beaten.

‘THIRD FORCE' NATIONS SEEK MIDEAST AGREEMENTS 

WHILE ’’THIRD FORCE” neutral nations tried un- 
*uccessfully yesterday to bridge the gap between Soviet and 
U. S. Mideast proposals in the General Assembly session in 
the United Nations, British Foreign Secretary George Brown 
and Italian Premier Aldo Moro pleaded to delegates to ap¬ 
prove the creation of a "first meeting ground” in the UN for 
a possible peace settlement and a UN "police” force to 
sustain the peace. 

Brown urged Israel to return conquered Arab territories, 
especially the old city of Jerusalem. This brought a heated 
response from Israel’s foreign minister, Abba Eban, who 
repeated Israeli’s intention never to give up Jerusalem, 
In Rome, former Israeli Premier David Ben-Gurion said his 
country would be willing to give up all occupied territory 
except Jerusalem and Gaza, if the Arab countries agree to 
a peace treaty. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State Rusk was entertaining 
Soviet Premier Kosygin at a dinner Inst night, and many ob¬ 
servers felt that agreement for a meeting of Kosygin and 
President Johnson would result. 

In Jerusalem the Israeli parliament ignored Commu¬ 
nist objections and shelved any discussions of peace terms 
with the Arab world for one month. Premier Levi Eshkol 
said the next few weeks must be devoted to "quiet diplo¬ 
macy.” The move was seen as an indication of hardening 
Israeli intentions to keep most and perhaps all the Arab 
territory occupied in the Mideast war. 

STRATEGIC NORTH VIETNAM BRIDGE SMASHED 

U.S. NAVY PILOTS dived through Communist anti¬ 
aircraft fire and smashed a key bridge on the only rail line 
linking Hanoi with the North Vietnamese port city of Hai¬ 
phong, a military spokesman reported yesterday. The line 
used to transport a major part of the war supplies shipped to 
Haiphong from Russia and other Communist countries. 

The strike against transportation facilities came as fighting 
flared in a number of small but stiff clashes in the strategic 
Central Highlands where the Communists are believed to be 
preparing for a new offensive as monsoon rains move in.

Aldermen Stand 
Against Rise In 
Swimming Costs 

The Board of Aldermen re¬ 
buked the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion Monday night, recording 
itself against the Increase in 
cost for use of Newton’s pub¬ 
lic swimming facilities this 
year. The Aldermen also rec¬ 
ommended that last year’s 
rates — $1 for children and $3 
for adults — be restored.

Alan S. Barkin, Ward 8 Al¬ 
derman, said the Board was 
facing "another situation in 
which it was embarrassed” by 
increased rates for public 
services, of which the Board 
had not been Informed. 

Barkin recommended that 
the Board meet with the Rec¬ 
reation Commission at some 
future date.

their children cross only 
where there are crosswalks. 

Some of these accidents 
were where the child had 
crossed from behind a car, 
within less than fifty feet from 
a signal light and crosswalks. 

Adult pedestrians have been 
crossing streets at will 
throughout their lives and 
many have been accident vic¬ 
tims and some have become 
part of the growing list of fa¬ 
tal accidents. 

The Captain pointed out that 
a recent school committee 
meeting indicated that the 
schools teach safety at all le¬ 
vels and that the department 
through its safety officers, 
Sergeant Thomas Dargan and 
Officers Charles E. Feeley, as¬ 
sist in these programs and if 
they are to be effective par • 
ents must work at directing 
their children in the matters 
of traffic safety. 

He went on to state that 
the Massachusetts Safety 
Council announced as early as 
1961 that it is not unreason¬ 
able to request a child to walk 
up to an eighth of a mile to 
cross at a safer crossing than 
one that offers only conveni¬ 
ence and perhaps danger. 

Records of recent accidents 
Indicate in many accidents 
that the pedestrian stated he 
or she did not see the car un¬ 
til after the collision and many 
of these reports indicate that 
the pedestrian was not look¬ 
ing either way when entering 
the street. 

This was indicated by the in¬ 
crease in the number of acci¬ 
dents where the pedestrian 
came in contact with a slow¬ 
ing vehicle at a point either at 
the driver or to the rear of the 
driver who was applying 
brakes and trying to avoid col¬ 
lision. 

In many of these accidents 
only the skill of the driver i 
avoided a more serious acci¬ 
dent. 

The Captain stated that the ! 
best safety program in the! 
country, and Newton has one 
of the finest, cannot by itself 
be enough unless parents im¬ 
plement such programs by In¬ 
sisting and checking the pe¬ 
destrian habits and practices 
of their children. 

While parents cannot al¬ 
ways be with them, a little ob¬ 
servation can reveal the prac¬ 
tice everywhere. 

Parents should notice how 
children cross the street they 
live on — DO THEY LOOK 
BOTH WAYS? DO THEY 
LOOK LEFT AND RIGHT 
WHILE WALKING THRU 
PARKING LOTS OR WHILE 
SHOPPING? 

A parent might observe any 
street crossing and if there is 
any degree of carelessness 
even on so-called quiet streets 
there will be the same degree 
in other and perhaps more 
dangerous areas. 

The Captain stated that pe- 
i destrian violation books will 
soon be issued to police offi¬ 
cers and hopes the public will 
not insist on their use by poor 
habits, or dangerous and 
thoughtless crossings. 

He also pointed out that 
every citizen with vacation 
plans should review all pedes¬ 
trian habits, adults and chil¬ 
dren because of the varia¬ 
tions in traffic patterns from 
community to community.

While inpatient billing and 
accounting are the first to 
go on the computer, outpa¬ 
tient accounting soon will 
follow, he noted.

puter, he indicated. 

"Counting every visit peo¬ 
ple make to this hospital for 
some form of service, we esti¬ 
mate we serve more than 
40.000 people annually.

"We believe the computer 
will be a big help in our 
principal job of patient 
care, since it will provide 
the back-up facts we need to 
do our job.

conferring in private session 
with the Assessors. 

Alderman John P. Nixon, 
chairman of the Aldermanic 
Finance Committee, in speak¬ 
ing on the transfer and the 
rise in the tax rate, declared 
that the tax rate hike resulted 
from a $3 million increase in 
this year's budget, about half 
of which was due to higher 
school costs and the balance 
to pay raises granted to police, 
firefighters and other munici¬ 
pal employees under the new 
Collective Bargaining Law. 

Nixon concurred with a 
warning issued by Alderman 
H. James Shea. Jr., that 
Newton may become a city 
where only the young and 
the old could afford to live, 
asserting that city officials 
and the School Committee 
should take a hard look next 
year at soaring costs of 
government. 

He observed that Newton's 
tax rate has almost doubled 
in the past 10 years. While 
agreeing that inflation has had 
much to do with boosting the 
rate, Nixon said the climbing 
tax rate has begun to affect 
the city’s population in the 
manner suggested by Shea 
since the 1965 State census 
showed an increase of less 
than 2000 residents over the 
1955 figures. 

(The 1965 State census 
showed a drop of about 8000 
from the peak reached in the 
1960 federal census. However, 
the two sets of figures are not 
comparable since the federal 
census counted all persons in 
Newton on a specified day, 
including students from other 
cities and states, regardless 
of whether they were actually 
I legal residents of the Garden 
j City*. The State Census counts 
only legal residents.)

Aldermen repeatedly called 
the meeting to order as New¬ 
ton Corner residents applaud¬ 
ed critics of the Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority. 

The only concession made 
by Baucknian to disorder 
applause in which most of 
the Aldermen joined, when 
Mrs. Mary P. Cunningham, 
president of the Charles 
River Civic Association, 
which has opposed the Re¬ 
development Authority, rose 
to thank Alderman Shea, 
who was married last week¬ 
end, for interrupting his 
honeymoon to attend the 
meeting. 

Many of the questions 
raised by Aldermen and by 
Newton Corner residents cen¬ 
tered around the fact that the 
Redevelopment Authority has 
made specific estimates as to 
the number of homes with 
deficiencies, the number of 
buildings to be torn down and 
the number of families to be 
displaced, but refused to 
identify them. 

The Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority’s application for funds 
specifies that 462 families live 
in the area under study and 
estimates that 71 would be 
displaced. It goes on to break 
down the 71 into 65 white and 
six non-white. 

Redevelopment Authority 
consultants explained that 
federal regulations prevent 
the identification of specific 
houses to be taken before the 


definitive study is made and 
said they had made their ini¬ 
tial census simply on the 
basis of the exterior of the 
houses. They also said that 
some houses may be taken 
for new roads to alleviate 
Newton Corner's traffic con¬ 
gestion but refused to specify 
which homes. 

One woman declared she 
had a fire in her home a 
short time ago that caused 
$4000 worth of damage and 
that she was uncertain 
whether she should do any 
more than temporary re¬ 
pairs to the dwelling in the 
face of urban renewal. 

A ('banning St. resident 
also demanded that the sub¬ 
standard units be identified. 

He declared that he would 
be relunctant to make repairs 
I on his home during the pe- 
I riod of several years while 
| the federal government con¬ 
siders the Newton applica¬ 
tion, is filed to carryout the 
study’s findings. He also 
I maintained that the market 
value of the homes would suf¬ 
fer during this time when the 
area is “under a cloud.” 

An Emerson St. man said 
the Redevelopment Author¬ 
ity's plan spoke of taking six 
| houses on his street and that 
he would not rest until he 
knew whether his home was 
one of them. 

A Washington St. business¬

gradual upgrading without 
redevelopment. 

Alderman Ernest F. Dietz 
of Ward 6, concurred, say¬ 
ing he would hate to think 
that everyone would do 
nothing, to his property 
pending the final decision 
on redevelopment. 

Alderman Paul J. Burke 
declared that no one had giv¬ 
en specific answers to resi¬ 
dents who want to know 
whether they should make re¬ 
pairs on their homes. 

Alderman Jack M. Roberts 
suggested that the Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority should help 
home-owners make an edu¬ 
cated guess as to whether 
their dwellings will be af¬ 
fected. 

Redevelopment Author¬ 
ity Chairman Mario Di- 
Carlo agreed that "a cloud 
is over the heads” of New¬ 
ton Corner residents hut 
maintained that the doubt 
was created by the report 
of the 1962 Community Re¬ 
newal Program. 

In a prepared statement j 
DiCarlo said, "The Newton | 
Corner area has long been; 
considered the area with ihe 
greatest complex of problems 1 
— the turnpike split the com¬ 
munity in half, the trolley | 
cars block traffic, and the j 
number of homes and busi- J 
nesses with code violations is | 
higher than most of the rest 
of the city. 

“No simple solution seems 
possible. What seems to be 
required is a solution which 
takes into account all the 
problems of the area and is 
based on a close analysis of 
the area. This is what survey 
and planning funding will 
provide," he said. 

“It is doubtful that this ap¬ 
plication for survey and plan¬ 
ning would be funded much 
before the middle of 1968. 
After funding, there is an 18- 
month planning process. Then 
there are the requirements 
of the public hearing and ap¬ 
proval o f the Board which 
could take anywhere from 
one month to six months or 
more.” DiCarlo explained. 

“With the backlog that is 
now awaiting approval in 
Washington for loan and 
grant funds, the wait may 
be one, two, or even three 
years, which brings us into 
1974. The execution of a proj¬ 
ect can run as long as five 
years to completion.” the Re¬ 
development Authority r e- 
marked. 

In debate on the measure 
after the hearing Alderman 
Franklin N. Flaschner urged 
prompt approvals of the ap¬ 
plication by the Aldermen, 
since the deadline set by the 
federal government for ap¬ 
plications on which action can 
be taken in fiscal 1967 is June 
30. “Even if one is critical of 
the Urban Renewal Author¬ 
ity’s sense of communica-

tion,” Flaschner maintained, 
“all we are going to do by 
delaying is increase the 
cloud.” 

Alderman Harry L. Walen, 
also of Ward 5, countered: 
"It occurs to me that it is 
possible to dissipate the cloud 
entirely by defeating the pro¬ 
posal. I am getting a little 
tired of matters being sub¬ 
mitted to us under the threat 
of a deadline.’’ 

Walen said that the Rede¬ 
velopment Authority applica¬ 
tion was the third measure 
presented to the Aldermen 
this year with an urgent char¬ 
acter due to the possibility 
of loosing federal money. He 
called this poor planning on 
the pari of the submitting 
boards and of the federal 
government. “It is not good 
business and I’m going to 
vote against the application 
very largely because of that,” 
Walen remarked. 

“You may recall that I re¬ 
acted against the use of the 
emotive term ‘slum,* ” Walen 
continued. “I cannot agree 
that we have slums here. I 
have been in slums.” 

Walen commented that the 
Chairman of the Redevelop¬ 
ment Authority has said he 
used certain terms to qualify 


Walen recalled how prop¬ 
erty around the Prudential 
Center in Boston has im¬ 
proved and said he had been 
impressed with Newton Cor¬ 
ner residents who wanted to 
keep their property near the 
air rights development. 

’’They would rather, in a 
spirit of free private enter¬ 
prise. hold onto their prop¬ 
erty and take their chances,” 
Walen said. “I am beginning 
to loose a little faith in Ur¬ 
ban Renewal." 

Alderman Shea charter ob- 
, jecrted to the application, “be¬ 
cause this proposal, although 
: dated May 17, was not sub¬ 
mitted to this Board of Ald¬ 
ermen until June 5, resulting 
J in insufficient time for con¬ 
sidered deliberation; and be- 
i cause this application con- 
j tains, in my opinion, inade¬ 
quate and insufficient reloca- 
' tion assistance proposals.” 

Action was also postponed 
on a measure to broaden the 
Newton Housing Authority's 
powers. 

Aldermen William P. Mat- 
i thews and Alderman Shea at¬ 
tempted to send the measure 
back to the Claims and Rules 
Committee in order to obtain 
immediate action on it, main¬ 
taining that the need for pub¬ 
lic housing in Newton is clear. 
“I’m told that our Housing 
Authority is the only one in 
the State limited to housing 
for the elderly,” Matthews 
stated. 

Claims and Rules Commit¬ 
tee Chairman Flaschner and 
Alderman Adelaide B. Ball 
indicated that they also felt 
a need for public housing but 
that they were concerned 
about the best way of doing 
it. 

The measure was sent on 
to an Ad Hoc Committee on 
Low Cost Housing despite the 
votes of Ald°rmen Matthews, 
Shea and Joseph M. McDon¬ 
nell to return the measure to 
the Claims and Rules Com¬ 
mittee.

SOS Project Sends Gifts 
To Bav State Servicemen 


A Waltham pharmacist and 
Newton resident, Samuel M. 
Shriberg, has originated a pro¬ 
gram known as "SOS” or 
"Support Our Servicemen” 
and the idea is catching on 
outside the Watch City. 

More than a gesture of ap¬ 
preciation for the fighting for¬ 
ces of Uncle Sam, the SOS 
project packs a concrete 
punch and is replete with as¬ 
sorted services each one car¬ 
rying substantial meaning to 
a boy away from home, espe¬ 
cially those on the fighting 
fronts in Vietnam. 

The project, outlined by Mr. 
Shriberg and now being car¬ 
ried out in Waltham, offers a 
comprehensive program to 
benefit all servicemen. 

SOS follows the boys all the 
way through their service in 
the armed forces, starting 
with useful gifts on the day of 
departure, as is also perform¬ 
ed by a special committee in 
Newton. 

SOS sends letters, some food 
items, paper-back books, 
Mass. State Flags, and other 
requested material within rea¬ 
son, eccording to Mr. Shri¬ 
berg. 

Governor Volpe and State 
House officials co-operated 
with SOS by sending letters 
explaining the meaning of the 
State Flag which is sent to 
Bay State soldiers in Vietnam 
on request. 

Mr. Shriberg points out that 
SOS sends a monthly news- 
letter to the servicemen 
which provides them with 
news from home. 

MAhS, the U. S. Military 
Air Force radio station works 
closely with SOS. 

Radio messages are sent 
from parents, wives and other 
relatives to overseas military 
personnel and also from Viet¬ 
nam to the folks back home. 
In some cases, phone calls di¬ 
rect to the bedside of wound¬ 
ed soldiers have been arrang¬ 
ed. 

SOS also encourages pen 
pals and the general writing 
of letters to service personnel 
wherever stationed. 

In the case of war casual¬ 
ties, flags are flown at half 
mast, parents of deceased ser¬ 
vicemen are visited, flowers 
are sent to the families of the 
deceased, and public squares 
named in their honor. 


Working closely with SOS 
are the Salvation Army, the 
Mass. Bible Society, MARS, 
the USO and other groups. 

Chairman Shriberg states 
that his committee comprises 
representatives of veteran or¬ 
ganizations, service clubs, 
fraternal organizations, mem¬ 
bers ot families, and interes¬ 
ted officials and citizens of 
the community.

LBJ, HUSSEIN FAIL TO REACH AGREEMENT 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON conferred with King Hussein of 
Jordan at the White House for two hours and warned Israel 
• gainst any “hasty, unilateral action” in determining the 
permanent status of Jerusalem. 

Reports that Israel had annexed the old city of Jerusa¬ 
lem preceded the President's meeting with Hussein, who 
flew down from the United Nations in New York. Afterwards, 
the White House said there were no agreements and “there 
was not an identity of views.” But “the exchange proved to 
be of definite value, said presidential press secretary George 
Christian. 

COST OF LIVING RISES AGAIN IN MAY 

SPURRED BY THE FIRST food price rise since last 
August, the cost of living rose three-tenths of 1 per cent 
last month. 

Three-fourths of the May increase resulted from higher 
prices for clothes, used cars, medical care and home owner¬ 
ship. One of the largest increases of the consumer price 
index from April to May was medical costs. Medical care 
services were up six tenths of 1 per cent, hospital costs in¬ 
creased 1.3 per cent and doctors and dentists fees were up 
three tenths of 1 per cent. 

MANSFIELD WARNS UN IT MUST ACT ON VIETNAM 

DEMOCRATIC LEADER Mike Mansfield said yesterday 
the United Nations “can no longer avoid assuming its re¬ 
sponsibility in helping to promote peace in Vietnam.” 

"It must act soon if it is to replace a chain of events 
which may lead to disaster with a chain of events which will 
lead to peace,” Mansfield said in a short Senate speech. 

YOUNG GOP HIT FOR FAVORING REAGAN 

THE RIPON SOCIETY has urged the Republican Na¬ 
tional Committee to cut off funds to its Young Republican 
group. The liberal Republican organization said in Washing¬ 
ton the young GOP was serving as an advance guard for the 
presidential candidacy of California Gov. Ronald Reagan. 

Noting the recent young GOP convention in Omaha, Neb., 
favored the Conservative Reagan for the 1968 Republican 
presidential nomination, the society called the convention 
a "disgrace” which embarrassed the party. 

BOTH HOUSES TRIM NASA MONEY REQUESTS 

THE HOUSE AND SENATE passed different bills yester¬ 
day authorizing close to $5 billion to shoot full speed for the 
moon, but slowing down the space program in the early 
1970's. Though bmh House* voted to cut the request of the 
National Areonautics and Space Administration for a $5.1 
billion space program for the year starting July, they made 
only minor adjustments in the $2.5 billion for the Apollo 
program to land men on the moon by 1970. 

Differences must be reconciled between the House ver- 
aion, which lopped a total of $309 million from NASA’s request, 
and the Senate version which took out $249 million.

NON-ALIGNED NATIONS ASK ISRAEL WITHDRAWAL 

YUGOSLAVIA, CO-SPONSORED by 14 other non- 
aligned countries, yesterday introduced a General Assembly 
resolution calling for the immediate withdrawal of Israeli 
forces from Arab territory they seized in the six-day Mid¬ 
east war. 

Yugoslav Ambassador Danilo Lekic asked priority for

Detailed instruction sheets 
were issued at that time to 
League members explaining 
the need for obtaining about 
7500 signatures to place be¬ 
fore Newton voters in the fall 
election the issue of whether 
a Charter Commission should 
be created.

Crime Marches On 

Serious crime in the United States jumped 20 per 
cent in the first three months of 1967 compared with 
the same period last year, according to figures made 
available through the FBI’s Uniform Crime reports. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover said this substan¬ 
tial upsurge in the nation's crime was reflected in all 
crime index offenses. Crimes of violence, as a group, 
recorded a 21 per cent increase with murder up 23 per 
cent, forcible rape eight per cent, robbery 32 per cent, 
and aggravated assault 15 per cent. The group of crimes 
against property rose 20 per cent, with burglary up 

21 per cent, larceny of $50 and over in value 18 per 
cent and auto theft 20 per cent. 

According to the FBI Director, the group of cities 
with 100,000 or more inhabitants had an overall 20 
per cent increase. Crime in suburban communities rose 

22 per cent on the average, and the rural areas were 
up 16 per cent. 

The effect of the nation’s crime increase was felt 
in all geographic regions. Mr. Hoover noted that the 
regional trends were consistent, with the western 
states up 21 per cent, followed by the north central 
and southern states up 20 per cent each, and the north¬ 
eastern states up 18 per cent. 

In making these figures available, the FBI Direc¬ 
tor called attention to the unusually sharp percentage 
increase in the crime of robbery. He stated every city 
population group contributed to this trend with in¬ 
creases ranging from 20 per cent in cities having one 
million population to 42 per cent in the group of cities 
with 250,000 to 500,000 population. Robbery in the 
suburbs was up 37 per cent and increased 22 per cent 
in the rural areas. Robbery recorded substantial in¬ 
creases in all geographic regions as well. 

Hoover cautioned that the 20 per cent rise in crime 
in the United States for this three-month period was 
the sharpest recorded since the publication of quarterly 
reports began in 1958. The FBI Director declared that 
a full explanation of the reasons for such sharp in¬ 
creases is difficult because the upward trend was dis¬ 
tributed quite evenly in all geographic regions, large 
and small cities, suburban and rural areas. 

Those who have been bemoaning the crime increase 
In Boston and the metropolitan area can take some 
small comfort in the foregoing statistics. At least the 
northeastern states, Massachusetts included, are two 
percentage points under tht increase in crime in the rest 
of the nation. 

There was one appalling statistic that we saved 
until last: Boston’s murders leaped from six during 
the first three months of 1966 to 21 for the same 
period this year. We cannot take any comfort in that 
particular statistical category. 

The fact remains that the crime increases are real 
and the law enforcement machinery needs the full sup¬ 
port of government and citizens alike. In the words of 
Gov. John A. Volpe: 

“It is essential that the people themselves become 
alerted to the dangers; that they join the battle by 
giving affirmative support to our police and law en¬ 
forcement officials and to the programs and policies 
that will assist these men and women in their daily 
battle against the criminal and the corrupt.” 

Such affirmative support was rendered in the Sen¬ 
ate last week by Sen. Kevin Harrington and Sen. Presi¬ 
dent Maurice A. Donahue. Their efforts restored an 
appropriation of $187,000 to the state budget for the 
criminal division of Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson’s office. 

We applaud the efforts of Sens. Donahue and Har-

Generations Much Alike 

Newspaper columnists and radio commentators, 
many of them well past 30, have gotten a great deal 
of mileage in recent months out of the so-called gap 
between the generations. They generaly hail the 
younger generation as the possessors of new ideals 
and new seriousness in putting them into effect. 

It was thus a welcome change when President 
Pusey of Harvard reminded the graduating class at 
Harvard College that there is decency as well as hypo¬ 
crisy in every generation, and in about the same pro¬ 
portions. 

Whether the generation under 30 can be charac¬ 
terized by any set of ideas is highly doubtful. 

But it is fairly clear that whatever ideas the 
younger generation does have, it has pretty much 
learned them from its elders, who range from Pope 
John XXIII to Walter Lipmann. 

Obviously, it is a biological fact that people under 
30 tend to be more agressive, or simply more energetic 
than people over 30. That is certainly nothing that sets 
the present younger generation apart. 

It is also a fact of life that the young tend to be 
unreasonable and impatient at the real difficulties 
standing in the way of the realization of their ideals 
whereas the oki sometimes stop trying because their 
ideals require too much sacrifice. 

An understanding that none of these things are 
really new should help members of the generations 
understand each other a little better. They should also 
lessen the pressure which some young people may feel 
to reject the ideals of their fathers simply because they 
are the ideals of their fathers and thus supposedly not 
of their own generation.

Any changes in the City 
Charter suggested by the 
Commission were to be 
placed on the ballot in the 
1969 municipal election for 
acceptance or rejection by 
the voters. 

Unless Democratic-Repub¬ 
lican differences are resolved 
speedily and an all-out drive 
for signatures is made, the 
indications are that the ques¬ 
tion of creating a Charter 
Commission will be delayed 
for two years. 

The last comprehensive 
study of Newton’s City Char- 
j ter was made in 1897. The 
League of Women Voters was 
‘ undertaking to get the signa¬ 


tures to start the wheels 
rolling because of the belief 
that it was time for another 
close look at the charter. 

Only a Charter Commission 
may propose changes in the 
composition, method of elec¬ 
tion, or terms of office of the 
Mayor or Board of Aldermen.

A joint meeting of the Voice 
of Women of Massachusetts 
and the Women's Internation¬ 
al League for Peace and 
Freedom, held in Montreal, 
Canada, June 6-10, heard 
their delegate to the Second 
International Women's Con¬ 
ference laud women through¬ 
out the world for their dedi¬ 
cation to the cause of peace. 

Mrs. Harold (Kay) Stein of 
Newton, vice - chairman of 
New England Voice of Wo¬ 
men. told the gathering that 
this second conference reflec¬ 
ted “unusual growth and uni¬ 
ty which the women through¬ 
out the world have developed 
in their determination to bring 
peace to the world.” The 
first International Women’s 
Conference sponsored by 
Voice of Women was held in 
Montreal five years ago. 

Three major workshops di¬ 
rected the attention of the del¬ 
egates to the problems of “In¬ 
dependence and Security for 
All Countries"; “Knowledge 
for Peace”; and “Problems 
in Disarmament.” The feat¬ 
ured speakers were Mrs. He¬ 
lene Kazantzakis of Geneva,

Each of the twenty-five 
countries represented were 
sent copies of a resolution 
calling on Prime Minister 
Lester Pearson of Canada to 
halt shipments of arms to the 
U.S. and urging President 
Johnson to cease the bomb¬ 
ing of Viet-Nam. 

Charging flagrant violation 
of the Geneva Agreements, 
the delegates further censur- j 
ed the U.S. for the cruel suf-1 
fering it is inflicting on the 
civilian population of Viet- 
Nam and called for immedi¬ 
ate disengagement of the U.S. 
Armed Forces from Southeast I 
Asia. 

"To further emphasize the 
world-wide dangers inherent 
in the Viet-Nam conflict,” 
Mrs. Stein said, "the women 
voted to mark an Internation¬ 
al Women's Day for Peace 
on October 21 . 1967, which 

would coincide with the Dem¬ 
onstration of a Million plan¬ 
ned by the peace movement 
in the U.S., and called on all 
governments to dissociate 
themselves from the U.S. pos¬ 
ition in Viet-Nam.” The dele¬ 
gates voted a return to the 
Geneva Agreement of 1954 
as the only feasible solution 
to the Viet-Nam conflict. 

A resolution introduced by 
Mrs. Stein and passed by the 
body called for condemnation 
of the military coup in Greece 
and its consequent depriva¬ 
tion of the Greek people’s 
human and civil rights. It de¬ 
manded immediate restora¬ 
tion of constitutional democra¬ 
cy, the release of the thou¬ 
sands of political prisoners, 
and the rescheduling of the 
canceled May 28 elections.

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United Church Synod Has 
Praise For U.S. Soldiers 


Harry J. Purple of 626 
Centre st., Newton was a dele¬ 
gate to the Sixth General 
Synod of the United Church 
of Christ which this week 
paid tribute to American 
servicemen in Vietnam for 
their "deeds of kindness" 
toward the civilian popula¬ 
tion. especially Vietnamese 
children. 

The policy-making body of 
the two-million-member de¬ 
nomination meeting in Cin¬ 
cinnati also called on local 
churches to provide counsel¬ 
ling service to help those 
eligible for induction into the 
Armed Forces understand 
their rights, including the 
right of conscientious objec¬ 
tion. and give them ‘‘spiritual 
support" both before and af¬ 
ter entering the service. 

This is the first action by a 
major Protestant denomina¬ 
tion to have its churches set 
up formal machinery to aid 
all young men subject to the 
draft. Most already have 
machinery for counseling con¬ 
scientious objectors. 

The resolution called atten¬ 
tion to ‘‘impressive evidence" 
of the servicemen’s “warm 
friendliness and generous 
giving of their time and 
money to improve the lot of 
the civilian population." 

It called on the denomina¬ 
tion’s Council for Church and ! 
Ministry to assist local' 


churches in caring for the 
welfare of men and women in 
the Armed Forces. 

In other action the 743 
voting delegates to the United 
Church Synod called on all 
agencies of the denomination 
for ‘‘a determined and vigor¬ 
ous effort” to provide equal 
employment opportunities for 
people of all races in the 
church. 

In the four years since the 
United Church formally com¬ 
mitted itself to racial justice 
in all aspects of American 
life, “only a beginning has 
been made." the resolution 
said. There is only “token 
representation” of Negroes 
and other minority groups in 
the national and state agen¬ 
cies of the church, and the 
calling of a Negro to a pre¬ 
dominantly white congrega¬ 
tion is so rare “that it be¬ 
comes a matter of public 
astonishment when it oc¬ 
curs.” 

The General Synod also 
recognized the need for in¬ 
creased cooperation in t h e 
next decade with other Prot¬ 
estant denominations, Roman 
Catholic, Jewish and secular 
organizations. 

The tenth anniversary of 
the United Church of Christ, 
a u n i o n of Congregational 
Christian and Evangelical 
and Reformed Churches was 
celebrated Sunday evening 
June 25.

Registrar W arns Of Need 
For Safety For Vacation 


Assistant Superintendent of 
Schools for Pupil Personnel 
James Laurits reported Mon¬ 
day night to the School Com¬ 
mittee that his office set out 
to fid 230.6 positions this 
spring and has filled all but 
28.5 of them so far. 

(Fractions in the totals re¬ 
fer to part-time positions.) 

Laurits, who emphasized 
that a substantial turnover 
and heated competition for 
teachers are becoming nor¬ 
mal, announced his office re¬ 
ceived a total of 2108 applica¬ 
tions for teaching positions 
this year. 

So far, 36 positions offered 
in writing by the Newton 
schools have been turned 
down. Last year at this time 
39 written offers had been re¬ 
fused, but by September the 
number had risen to 72. 

A total of 340 interviews on 
college campuses as far away 
as the University of Michigan 
were conducted by Dr. Lau¬ 
rits and assistant to the Di¬ 
rector of Personnel. Thomas 
P. O’Connor, Jr., who took 
charge of recruitment of ele¬ 
mentary personnel. 

Laurits and O’Connor prom¬ 
ised to attempt to interview 


candidates as far away as 
California and Oregon next 

year. 

Harvard led the list of 
colleger in number of appli¬ 
cants interviewed with a total 
of 64. ot whom 21 were on the 
elementary level and 43 on the 
secondary level. However, on¬ 
ly six Harvard students were 
offered positions. 

Chanman Harold J. Ber¬ 
man. himself a Harvard Law 
School professor, expressed 
surprise at the small percen¬ 
tage of Harvard applicants 
hired 

Laurits commented that he 
expects to employ “many 
more” Harvard graduates. He 
added that the number of 
Harvard applicants and in¬ 
terviews is high because of 
the closeness of its campus. 

Boston University students 
received the highest number 
of offers as well as the high¬ 
est percentage for students in- 
terviev'ed. Eight B. U. stu¬ 
dents (out of 24) got Newton 
offers 

In general, less than one out 
of eight students interviewed 
was offered a position. 

So far a total of 74.5 posi¬ 
tions iiave been filled on the

Youth Service 
Budget Raised 
By Amendment 

Sen. Beryl W. Cohen, whose 
district includes three New¬ 
ton wards, this week offered 
an amendment to the Youth 
Service Division’s budget add¬ 
ing a total of $167,502 for the 
10 Youth Service facilities.

Expect Decision 
Soon On Petition 
By Gardeners 

A favorable report is ex¬ 
pected to be issued shortly by 
the Aldermanic Claims and 
Rules Committee on a peti¬ 
tion from Newton residents 
regarding the fees charged 
gardeners for use of the city 
incinerator and dump. 

All commercial vehicles 
using the facilities are now 
charged $6 a ton to dump or 
burn refuse.

The gardeners reason they 
are doing a service that would 
have to be done by the street 
department by removing all 
brush and rubbish to the 
dump instead of leaving it 
for the weekly collection. 

The gardeners, most of 
whom live and work in New¬ 
ton, met with the Claims 
and Rules Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen last week 
to present their case. 

The argument of the gard¬ 
eners was buttressed by New¬ 
ton residents who pointed out 
that if the gardeners left the 
refuse and the property own¬ 
ers had to take it to the dump 
themselves, they would be 
charged only the minimal fee.

There they crouched in air 
raid shelters while the Allies 
bombed the country, endur¬ 
ing starvation and indescrib¬ 
able suffering until the Gor¬ 
mans surrendered. They were 
brought to the United States 
j In 1950 on the displaced per- 
i sons’ quota. 

For many years the Red 
j Cross tried to locate Mrs. 
Rass’ son who was inducted 
into military service at the 
age of 17 and sent to another 
part of Estonia. Mrs. Parma’s 
husband was also lost. Four¬ 
teen years crawled by with- 
outs news from either one. 
Then in 1958 letters came 
from both men. 

Mrs. Rass’ son wrote that 
he was married and the 
father of a son and a daugh¬ 
ter. She was overjoyed. But 
their letters revealed that 
there were many shortages 
in Estonia. Mrs. Rass and 
Mrs. Parma purchased non- 
perishable foods, clothing 
and medical supplies and 
mailed parcels regularly to 
their relatives behind the Iron 
Curtain.

with better service. During 
rush hours buses will operate 
on a two-and-one-half minute 
headway instead of the pres¬ 
ent six-minute headway for 
street cars, and the running 
time from Watertown from

The route of the express 
bus service would be from 
Newton Corner over the 
Massachusetts Turnpike, 
exiting at the South Station 
ramp, then along South st.

Originating in Newton Cor¬ 
ner, the MBTA expects that 
the proposed service will 
serve riders to Newton Cor¬ 
ner on Middlesex and Boston 
bus lines from Auburndalp. 
Framingham, Waltham and 
Waverly, as well as people 
living in the Brighton-New- 
ton-Watertown areas. 

All buses will be air-condi¬ 
tioned. Buses used on the 
Turnpike run will be equip¬ 
ped with new high-speed 
transmissions expressly de¬ 
veloped for Turnpike use.

Committeeman Frazier 
observed that one of the 
innovations in the program 
sponsored by Newton as 
opposed to that conducted 
by Harvard is that private 
schools will be consulted. 
"Public school people can 
learn from all groups,” 
Frazier remarked. 

Chairman Berman asked if 
any advantage to Newton 
would accrue from its spon¬ 
sorship of the measure other 
than good will. 

Dr. Brown replied that 
there was no advantage, but 
that on the other hand the 
school administration had 
been careful that there 
should be no disadvantage 
and that any costs entailed 
by the Newton schools’ busi¬ 
ness office in handling the 
$500,000 grant would not be 
borne by Newton. 

Committeeman Frazier 
declared that it can be 
expected that the federal 
government will phase out 
as sponsoring agent and 
that the cities and towns in¬ 
volved will eventually have 
to bear all costs. 

Superintendent Brown re¬ 
plied that this is a factor in 
every proposal. He said that 
while he felt that programs 
such as the one aimed at 
potential drop - outs would 
eventually become part of 
the regular school budget, it 
was much less predictable 
whether the research sharing 
program will.
